You are also authorized to employ any other persons whose services 
appear to you desirable. 

General Instructions for the guidance of the Gentlemen employed on this work 
are enclosed ; and I am to press upon your attention the necessity of adopting 
such measures as will secure the completion of the work in four weeks.

THERE exists no certain information of the Boundaries of the Borough ; it Ancxekt Limits. 
seems they lay witliin the Parish of Antrim, and were confined to the Townland 
of Antrim. 

The Town of Antrim is situated on the North Bank of the Strr*>.m, called the Description op 
“ Six Mile River,” about three quarters of a mile from its entrance into Lough the Town. 

There are two paper mills and an extensive brewery in the Town, and 
the inhabitants are further employed in the manufacture of Linen.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Armagh. 



THE Limits of what is called the Corporation Land are well defined, (being the Anciint Linhts. 
Callan River on the one side, and the Rallynahone River on the other) except in the 
part where the Boundary runs through the Primate’s Demesne, and there all trace of 
it is lost. The extent of the Corporation Land is 1,14” statute acres, com- 
prising the whole of the City as built upon. 

The City of Armagh is the principal Town in the County of the same name, Descriptiok of 
and the Archiepiscopal See of the Primate of all Ireland. It lies in a central the tows. 
position in the extensive Parish of Armagh, in the Barony of Armagh, in the 
Province of Ulster ; it is an improving Town, and of considerable business both 
in Grain and the Linen trade. A great improvement has taken place in Buildings 
within the last seven years. 

The Population in 1831 amounted to 9,470 ; it has not varied much since that Population, 
period. 

The Borough Cess is for the purpose of Paving, Lighting, Cleansing, and Local Rates. 
Watching the Town, and is levied under the provisions of 9 Geo. IV. c. 82. 

The amount of this Cess for the last three years has been 837/. 6^. 4^. per 
annum. 

The County Cess is levied for the purpose of keeping the Roads in repair. County Rate, 
supporting the Gaol, the Lunatic Asylum, paying the Constabulary, &c. It is 
assessed at the Spring and Summer Assizes by the Grand Jury, and fiated by 
the Judge. It is a variable Cess. 

The following is a description of the proposed Boundary, being the same as 
that of the Parliamentary Borough. 

From Mr. Kidd’s Windmill (late CaiToll’s) (1), on the West of the City, Proposed 
in a straight Line in the direction of the Spire of Grange Church, to the Bourdart. 
Point at which such straight Line cuts the New Dungannon Road (2); 
thence in a straight Line in the direction of the Eastern Dome of the 
Observatory to the Point (3) at which such straight Line cuts the Boundary 
of the Grounds attached to the Observatory ; thence, Eastward, along the

REPORT upon the Peoposed Municipal Boundaey of the 
Boeough of Athlone. 



THE Limits of the Borough of Athlone, as prescribed by the governing Charter, Anciest Limits. 
extend to “ all that whole circuit and extent of land and water, lying within the com- 
pass of one mile and a half from the middle of the Bridge over the Shannon, com- 
monly called ‘ The Bridge of Athlone,’ directly forth in a right Line every way 
round, except the Castle of Athlone and the precinct thereof;” and such have been’ 
the Limits acted on by the Corporation, although no defined Boundaries exist. 

The River Shannon, which runs through, and divides, the Town of Athlone into Description op 
two nearly equal parts, also separates here the Provinces of Leinster and Connaught ; 
one portion of the Town is in the County of Westmeath and Province of Leinster, 
the other in the County of Roscommon and Province of Connaught. The Town 
extends into the Parishes of St. Mary, Barony of Brawney, in the County of West- 
meath, on the Leinster side ; and into the Parishes of Kiltoom and St. Peter, in 
the Barony of Athlone and County of Roscommon, on the Connaught side. The 
Eastern and Western portions of the Town are connected by a stone Bridge of 
nine arches. The Town of Athlone is situate very nearly in the centre of Ireland, 
and possesses great advantages of water communication for an inland town. Its 
trade, however, is by no means considerable, and it is without any extensive manu- 
factories. The Shannon is navigable both above and below the Town ; the com- 
munication between these navigable parts is by means of a Canal rather more than 
a mile long. A communication by steam-boat between Athlone and Limerick has 
been recently established. 

In the Population Return of 1831 the Borough is stated to contain 11,406, of 
whom 5,699 were resident on the Leinster side, and 5,707 on the Connaught 
side. 

There are no Local Rates whatever in this Town. Local Rates. 

The County Cess is variable, and is assessed by the Grand Jury at the Spring County Rates, 
and Summer Assizes, and fiated by the Judge. It is levied for the purpose of 
keeping the Roads in repair, paying the Constabulary, and other public establish- 
ments. The amount for the last year could not be ascertained. 

The following is a description of the proposed Boundary, being the same as 
that of the Parliamentary Borough : — 

From the Point (1) at which the Southern End of the Cansd joins the River Proposed 
S hannon, along the Canal to the Point at which the Northern End thereof 
joins the River Shannon (2) ; thence along the River Shannon to the Point (3) 
at which the same is met by the prolongation of the North-western Inclo- 
sure Wall of the Barracks ; thence in a straight Line to the Angle (4) 
in the Hare Island Road, at which the same turns Northward, and at 
which there are two Gateways, with Pillars opposite each other ; thence 
in a straight line to a Gateway with Pillars on the Baliymahon Road (5), 
about Twenty Yards to the East of the Glebe Wall; thence in a straight 
Line to the North-eastern Corner of the Wall which is the Boundaiy of the 
Townland called Anchor’s Bower (6); thence, Southward, along the Wail 
of Anchor’s Bower, to the Point (7) at which the same meets the Old Dublin 
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Road ; thence in a straight Line in the direction of Mr. Dawson’s House 
in Bunavally, to the Point (8) at which such straight Line cuts a small 
Bye-road which runs into the Dublin Road ; thence along the said small 
Bye-road to the Point at which the same joins the Dublin Road (g) ; 
thence in a straight Line to the Point (lo) at which the Brideswell Bog Road 
is joined by a Bye-road leading thereto from the East, about Three Hundred 
Yards from the Point at which the Brideswell Bog Road leaves the Dublin 
Road; thence in a straight Line in the direction of the Chimney of Mr. Robin- 
son’s Distillery, to the Point at which such straight Line cuts the River 
Shannon (u) ; thence along the River Shannon to the Point first described.

The Town of Athy is situated on the Banks of the River Barrow, at its junction Description or 
vith a Branch of the Grand Canal. It is rising in importance as a commercial Town. 

town, and its streets and houses are keeping pace in improvement. The trade 
consist almost solely in the exportation of corn, a considerable weekly market 
iumishing large supplies of that commodity. It brings a better price here than in 
the neighbouring towns, owing to the advantage of ready shipment by the Canal 
and the River. There are no tolls or customs whatever levied on market days • 
at the fairs moderate tolls, regulated by a Committee of the Corporation are 
imposed. 



In consequence of the improvement in the trade of the place, and the judicious 
encouragement of the Duke of Leinster and the Corporation, a decided improve- 
ment has taken place within the last few years in the appearance of the Town. 
Houses have been built, several raised, and many rebuilt on the site of others very 
inferior; and a narrow and bad street has been widened and much improved. 
The streets are well paved, and kept in good order; and during the dark nights of 
winter have been for four years lighted by subscription. The Town has not much 
increased in extent. 



The Population amounted in 1831 to 4,494 Inhabitants. In 1 832-33 deaths Population, 
m about 150 took place by the Cholera, but since that period 

the Town has been peculiarly free from epidemic or disease. An increase of about 
250 has taken place since 1831. 

A “ Presenting Court,” consisting of a Jury of 23, chosen among the most Local Rates, 
respectable of the inhabitants, levy an annual tax for the repairs of the bye-ways, 
sewers, and public pumps, which varies in amount according to the demand. 

1 Dis tax amounted in 1 831 to 28 1 . ; its average for the last 20 years has been from 
20/. to 25/. c j 

The County Cess for 1835 was 1 s. gd. per acre ; this sum is aboutthe average County Rates, 
amount raised yearly. It is exclusively an acreable tax in Athy. 

In place of the Church Cess a sum is now raised for the support of foundlings, 
and to provide parish coffins. The last assessment for 1835 was 1 ^ d. per acre.

REPORT upon the Proposed Mcnicipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Baelyshannon. 



THE ancient Borough comprises part of the Parishes of Kilbarron and Innis- 
macsaint. It was granted a Charter by King James the First. The extent of this 
Boundary could not be ascertained, CTen by the oldest inhabitant on the spot. 

The Town of Ballyshannon is situated at the mouth of the River Erne and is 
a sea-port. The greater portion of the Houses is on the right Bank’of the 
River. On the left Bank there are Salt Works and a Distillery. The Town has 
increased within the last five years. 



The Population amounted in 1831 to 3,775. Some increase, it is stated, has 
taken place since that period. 



The Kilbarron Parish Cess amounted to 30!. 131. for the last year, beino- equal 
to a rate of about 4f in the pound, upon an old valuation of property. * 

The Kilbarron County Cess for the last year is about 1 2s. in the pound, upon a 

valuation of the Lands, &c., made in 1724. 



The County Cess for the lower third of the Parish of Innismacsaint is about 
14 5. m the pound for the last half year, upon an old valuation of the lands, &c. 

The following Boundary is recommended as embracing the whole Town of 
Ballyshannon, and an area sufficiently large for any probable extension : 



From the Point (i) at which the Townland Boundary between Port Nassau 
and Dunmuckerum meets Ballyshannon Harbour j thence, Southerly along 
the said Boundaiy till it meets the Sligo Road (2) ; thence, Easterly to the 
South-east Angle of the High Wall of the Tan Yard (3), belonging to Mr. 
Arlingharo ; thence, in a straight Line, North-easterly, to the Roman Catholic 
Chapel (4) ; thence, in a straight Line, in a South-westerly direction, to 
Rockville House (5); thence, in a straight Line, in a Northerly direction.

same Boundary, South-westerly, to a Stone Bridge (7) j thence, Westerly, in a 
straight Line to the Junction of the two Roads leading from Abbey Island to 
Ballyshannon, at Cloghan (8); thence, to the North-west Side of Damby 
House (9)i thence across the Ballyshannon Harbour to the Point first 
described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough ofBANAGHER. 



THE Local Limits of the Borough of Banagher extended, on the North-east, Ancient Limits. 
to the Castle of Streamstown ; on the South, to the Mearing of the Glebe and 
Garry Castle ; on the South-west to the Bridge of Lusmagh ; on the West and 
North-w'est, to the Shannon and the Worm rivers. On the North-east, the 
limit is distant about a mile from the Town ; the other limits, except the Shannon, 
are about half a mile. The Boundaries are but imperfectly defined. 

Banagher is an ancient Market and Post Town, in the King’s County, in the Description or 
Province of Leinster, in the Barony of Garry Castle, and in the Parish of Rynagh. the Town. 

It is situated on the East Bank of the Shannon, which is joined by the Grand 
Canal from Dublin, about two miles South of the Town. There is an old Stone 
Bridge of eighteen Arches over the Shannon, which at its centre separates King’s 
Cou 5 ;y from County Galw ay. Banagher has the advantage-of a steam navigation 
to Athlone and to Limerick and the Sea, as also of a water communication with 
Ballinasloe and Dublin by the Grand Canal, which affords it great advantages for 
trade, and it appears to be an improving Town, and possessed of capacity for still 
further improvement. It has a very considerable Corn hlarket. 

The Population of the Town amounted in 1831 to 2,636. Considerable increase Population, 
has taken place since that period. 

There are no Local Rates whatever. Local Rate. 

The County Rate is assessed by the Grand Jury at the Spring and Summer County Rate. 
Assizes. It is an acreable cess, and variable, never exceeding 3 ** acre per 
annum.

There is a small Rate of about one penny in the pound levied in the two 
Parishes, on a valuation somewhat below the actual rental, for the “ Foundling 
Cess,’ which last year amounted to loo/., out of which however was appronriated 
a sum of 25/. for the repair of a Fire Engine.

That portion of the Town only which is under the Provost’s jurisdiction, is County Rute. 
assessed to the County Rate. The sum so raised last year amounted to about 
170L, being about 6rf. in the pound on the valuation. It not being accurately 
known how far the Provosts jurisdiction extends, this mode of assessment is very 
liable to Dispute.

The Town of Bangor, m the Parish of Bangor and Barony of Ards, is situated 
upon the Southern shore, and near the entrance of the Louah of Belfast and is

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary and Division 
into Wards of tlie Borough of Belfast. 



THE ancient Limits of this Borough were supposed to extend to the Mile \Pater Asciest Liiins 
Stream on the North, the Lagan and Blackstafl' Rivers on the East and South 
but the Western Boundary is undefined. It was created a Borouoh by Charter 
granted by James I., A. D. 1613. ° 

The Sea-port Town of Belfast, in the County of i^ntrim, is situated at the mouth Desciuptio!,- of 
of the River Lagan, which there discharges itself into the head of the Belfast the Tou-k. 
Lough or Bay of Carrickfergus. In its commerce, Belfast is considered to rank 
third m importance in Ireland, and promises to become the first. The Shipping 
is averaged at 240,000 tons per annum, with a gradual yearly increase of about 
10,000 tons. The Exports consist of Grain, Cattle, salted Provisions and every 
kind of Agricultural produce, with Linen, Cotton, Yarn, Glass, See. See. The 
Imports are of all kinds for the general supply of the North of Ireland. In the 
amount of its Manufactures, Belfast is unrivalled in Ireland. The Spinning Mills 
for Linen and Cotton Yarn, and the establishments for their manufacture, are 
numerous and extensive in the Town and neighbourhood. Glass is also made in 
considerable quantities, an<l various other articles. The Houses are increasincf 
rapidly, and the extent of ground now laid out for building upon, will nearly 
double the size of the present Town. 

The Townland of Ballymacarret, on the East side of the Lagan, in the County 
ofDown, isin every respect a Suburb of the Town, connected with it by two 
Stone Bridges ; the houses are dispersed over nearly its whole extent, and the 
Mpulation is principally employed in the trade, labour and manufactories of the • 

Town and Port; the agriculture of the district requiring but a small portion, as is 
shown by the Report of the Municipal Commissioners. 

The Population has increased between the Census of 1821 and that of 1 831, at Population, 
the rate of five per cent, per annum, and it is considered to be now increasing 
in fully the same ratio.

REPORT on the Proposed Municipal Boundary 01 the 
Borough of Beiturbet. 



THE ancient Limits of Belturbet are extensive, and form an irregular figure. 
The greatest length from Greeny Bridge to where the Cavan Road crosses the 
Commons Boundary is about one mile and three quarter-s ; the breadth varies from 
one mile and one-third to one-third of a mile. The only part actually in possession 
of the Corporation, is the “ Commons,” containing about 120 acres, the rest 
having at different periods been sold or leased away ; these portions are called 
“The Burgess Acres.” 

Belturbet is a Borough, but does not send a Member to Parliament. It is 
situated in the Parish of Annagh and County of Cavan, on the River Erne, about 
four miles from its junction with the Lough, and about sevenmiles fromthe Townof 
Cavan. There is not any Staple Manufacture or Trade, nor does it appear probable 
there will be, owing to there being a rapid, or fall in the River just above the 
Town, and a shallow some distance below it. The Town is not increasing. There 
is a Stone Bridge in a state of forwardness over the River. There is a consi- 
derable Distillery outside the ancient Limits, but included in the new’ Boundaries. 

The Town is neither lighted nor watched. 

In 1831 the Population was 2,026. As there has not been any increase in the 
extent of the Town, it is supposed there has not been much in the number of 
Inhabitants. 

The County Cess is levied without distinction on Town and Country; the 
sum levied at the Summer Assizes 1835 was 10,683/. whole 

County. The Corporation paid 76/. lo^., which sum is levied on Land and 
Houses under the head of “ Carvaghs,” and 39/. loj. Town. 

The following Boundary is proposed as sufficiently extended for any probable 
increase of the Town : — 

The Suburb of Kilcunny is taken in as entitled to participate in any benefit 
which may arise to the Borough. 

From the Point (1) at Creevy Bridge, on the Corporation Drain, in a 
straight Line to Mr. Knipe’s House, Erne Hill (2 ) ; thence in a straight Line 
to the Point (3) at which the Townlands of Corporation Lands, Stragheglin 
and Drummavady meet in Dawson’s Lough ; thence in a straight Line to the 
South-east Corner of the Distillery Premises (4) ; thence in a straight Line to 
the cross Roads of Kilcunny (5), about Four hundred Yards West of the 
Bridge over the Erne ; thence in a straight Line to the Point first described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Callan. 



THE ancient Limits of the Borough are co-extensive with those of the Parish of Ancient Limits. 
Callan, and comprise a large Agricultural District. 

The present state of Callan is not prosperous. The Population consists chiefly state and Pros- 
of small Traders and Agricultural Labourers, and the latter are said to suffer much 
distress from want of employment. A few hands are employed in making Flannel. 

There is no prospect of any increase in the Town. 

The Population of the Parish, Town and Liberties of Callan in 1831, was 6, u 1 , Population, 
since which time considerable emigration has prevented it from increasing. 

The amount assessed by the Grand Jury on the Town and liberties during the -County Rate, 
last year was about 370/., of which 7/. was assessed on the Town, taking the 
Town and Gardens as 60 acres, or 2^. 4 c?. per acre. No County Rate, however, 
has been paid for .some years, owing to the Inhabitants having objected to the 
number of acres assessed, which they consider to be overcharged. 

None. Local Rates. 

There are about 150 Houses of the annual value of $ 1 . £.5 Houses. 

The following is a description of the proposed Boundary: — 

From the Point (1 ) at the Centre of an ancient Fort or Mound, at the South- Proposed 
ern End of the Green, in a straight Line, Easterly, to the Point (2) where a Boundary. 
small Lane leading from the Road to Kilraaganny towards the Green leaves 
the Road to Kilmaganny, near Baker’s Mill j thence in a straight Line to the 
Point (3) at the Southern Extremity of Baker’s Mill; thence in a straight 
Line across the King’s River to the Point (4) where a small Lane leading to 
the Fields from the Road to Kilbricken, and about One hundred and twenty 
Yards from the ruined Church, leaves the Road to Kilbricken; thence in a 
straight Line to the Point (5) at the North-eastern Extremity of the House 
called Castle View, West of the Kilkenny Road, and occupied by Mrs. 

Butler ; thence in a straight Line to the Point (6) at the Northern Pillar of 
the Lodge Gate of Mr. Stevenson’s House of Westcourt, on the Road to 
Ballingarry; thence in a straight Line to the Point (7) at the Western Ex- 
tremity of Westcourt House; thence in a straight Line across the King’s 
River to the Point (8) at the South-eastern Extremity of a Farm House on 
the Road to Mullinahone, occupied by Patrick Carrol, and opposite to a Lane 
leading from the Mullinahone Road to the Catholic Chapel; thence in a 
straight Line to the Point first described. 

The Population within^ the proposed Boundary will be about 4,000.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundari' of the 
Borough of Carlow. 



THE ancient Limits of the Borough of Carlow are not known. 

Carlow, formerly called Catherlagh or Catherlogh, is the capital Town of the 
County of the same name, and situated on the East Bank of the River Barrow, 
about 50 British miles South-west from Dublin. The Parish in which it is 
included is also called Carlow j it is a small one, containing only 1,954 statute 
acres, of which the Town occupies but a small portion. There is a considerable 
market for agricultural produce, the principal part of which, consisting of butter and 
grain, is sent to Waterford by the River Barrow in barges, for exportation ; malt 
and flour (both manufactured here) are sent in large quantities to Dublin by Athy, 
going from the latter place by the Grand Canal ; the quantity thus conveyed 
averages about 300 tons weekly. The principal buildings are the Parish Church, 
the Roman Catholic Cathedral Church, the College and the Lunatic Asylum. 

The Population in the year 1831 amounted (including the Suburb of Graigne) 
to about 1 1 ,000, and at the present time it is supposed not to exceed that number, 
at least to any extent, as in 1831 there was a great influx of mechanics and 
labourers with their families into the Town, who were employed iu building the 
Lunatic Asylum, Coui’t-house and other public buildings; these have been since 
dispersed. 

There are not any Local Rates. 

The County Rate for the year from Spring Assizes 1835 to Spring 1836, 
amounted to the sum of 292/. 

The following is the description of the Boundary I propose for Municipal 
purposes, which coincides with the Parliamentary Boundary : — 

From the Point below the Town at which the River Barrow is met by 
the Southern Wall (1) of the Grounds of the House belonging to Mr. Carey, 
Adjutant to the Carlow Militia, Eastward, along the said Wall to the Point 
(2) at which the same meets the Kilkenny Road ; thence in a straight Line 
to the Southern Comer of the County Infirmary (3) ; thence in a straight Line 
to the Point, about One hundred and seventy Yards to the South of the South 
Angle of the Barrack Square, at which the River Burren is joined by a small 
Stream from the Eastward (4); thence up the said Stream and across the Tullow 
Road to the Point (5) at which the same Stream is met by a Hedge which runs 
down thereto from opposite the Southern End of the Plantation attached to the 
House on the Baltinglass Road which belongs to Mr. Hunt (formerly occupied 
by Mr. Butler) and now occupied by Mr. Curran; thence along the said Hedge to 
the Point at which the same meets the Baltinglass Road (6) ; thence in a straight 
Line in the direction of the Cupola of the Lunatic Asylum to the Point at which 
such straight Line cuts aRoad which runs between theBaltinglassRoad and the 
Dublin Road (7) ; thence in a straight Line to ihe Point on the Dublin Road 
which is distant One hundred Yards to the North-east of the North-eastern 
Corner of the Enclosure Wall of the Lunatic Asylum (8) ; thence in a straight 
Line to the Point at which the Road to Athy is met by the North Boundary 
of the Demesne of the Roman Catholic Bishop (9) ; thence along the said 
Boundary fill it meets the River Barrow (10) ; thence, Southward, along the 
River Barrow to the North Comer of the Wall of the Burial Ground (1 0 ; 
thence in a straight Line to the Spire of Graig^ie Church (12); thence in 
a straight Line to the Summer House in Mr. Wilson’s Garden (13); thence 
in a straight Line to the Point first described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Carrickfergus. 



THE ancient Limits of the Borough are those of the Parliamentary Borough, Ancient Limits. 
which extend to the Limits of the County of the Town, embracing an area of 
16,699 statute acres. 

This ancient Sea-port Town is situated on the North-west shore of the Belfast Description or 
Lough, or Bay of Camckfergus. It has a small Harbour formed by a Pier and the Town. 
Quay, which admits the smaller class of coasting vessels, of 100 tons burden, at 
high water. The imports consist of coals, iron, timber, bark, salt, slates and 
general goods ; the exports, of black cattle, grain, alabaster and part of the pro- 
duce of the manufactories, amounting together to rather more than 10,000 tons 
per annum. The manufactures consist chiefly of leather, cotton and flax-spinning, 
affording employment to a considerable portion of the inhabitants at various esta- 
blishments in the Town and neighbourhood. The suburb called Scotch Quarter 
is mostly inhabited by fishermen, who contribute materially to the supply of the 
Belfast fish-market. 

The Population within the proposed Limits amounts to 3,800, which is thought Population, 
to be a small increase on the Census of 1831. 

There are no local Rates or Tolls ; the property belonging to the corporation is Local Rates, 
sufficient to pay its expenses. 

There is no County Rate levied separately on the Town, Tiie average of the County Rate. 
Cess levied under Grand Jury Presentment on the County of the Town is about 
10 id. per acre, amounting to 729/. 12^. jd. per annum. 

With reference to the second paragraph of the Instructions, dated 12th April 
1836, in case a more restricted Boundary should be at any time contemplated, I 
recommend the following. It will include the suburbs called Scotch and Irish 
Quarters, with Ellis Street and Clipper’s Town, which are now considered to form 
connected portions of the Town, and it embraces also all the ground in the vicinity 
that appears likely to be built upon in tbe event of an increase. 

From the Point (1) on the North-east of Carrickfergus, at which a Water- Proposed new 
course (flowing along the Lane which forms the Eastern Boundary of a Plot oundar 
of Land called Peg’s Land) meets the Sea-Shore, along the said Water- course 
to the Eastern Stone Pillar (2) of a Gate in the said Lane, which Gate is dis- 
tant Five hundred Feet (a little more or less) measured Northward along such 
Lane, from the Point at which the same leaves the Larne Road; thence along 
a straight Line drawn from the said Stone Pillar to the Ruins of a Windmill, 
on Mill Hill (called Windmill Stump) to a Point (3) which is distant One 
hundred and thirty-two Feet (measured Eastward along such straight Line) 
from the Point at which the same crosses Ellis Street ; thence, Northward, 
along a Line drawn parallel to Ellis Street, and to the Lane which t^ns 
Northward from Ellis Street at Clipper’s Town (at the same distance of One 
hundred and thirty-two Feet to the East of the said Lane), to the Point (4^ 
at which such Line cuts a straight Line, drawn from a Point on the Ballynure

Ballynure Road and Ellis Street (at the same distance of One hundred and 
thirty-two Feet to the West of the said Road and Street) to the Point (6) at 
which such Line cuts the before-mentioned Line of direction from the Gate 
Pillar to Windmill Stump ; thence, Westward, along the said straight Line 
to Windmill Stump (7) ; thence in a straight Line through a Point on the 
Belfast Road, which is distant Five hundred Feet (measured Westward alone 
such Road) from the Point at which the same meets Davy’s Street, to the 
Point (8) at which such straight Line cuts the Sea-Shore ; thence, Ea*stward

THE ancient Limits of the District under the jurisdiction of the Corporation 
of Cashel, are .said to contain about 3,900 statute acres. These Limits are not 
very distinctly denned. 

The Population of the Town of Cashel by the Census of 1831, amounted to 
6,971 The Population of the Town and Rural District taken toirether, is sun- 
posed to be 12,000. ° ^ 

The ancient rums of the Abbey and Castle are extremely beautiful. The mo- 
dern Town with its municipal arrangements, affords nothing to admire. There 
are no Manufactures, and little Trade ; much squalid misery, and no Municipal 
Charities. ^ 

There is a Rate levied in the Town for keeping Pumps in repair and pur- 
chasing coffins for the Poor j this Rate has been stated not to exceed in the 
last year. 

Cashel pays the one-hundred-and-twentielh part of the expenses levied upon 
the County » at large.” The actual amount of Rates laid on Cashel in 1 was 
294/. 16s. \0(L 

With reference to the second paragraph of the Instructions, dated 12th April 
1836, in case a more restricted Boundary should at any time be contemplated, I 
recommend tlie following, which will include the whole Town, and leave sufficient 
space for any probable future increase. 

From the South-western Extremity of the Town (1), where the Deer-Park 
Road meets the Cahir Road, in a Westerly direction up the Deer-Park Road 
for about Two hundred and ninety Yards to the Eastern Pier of a Gate (2), 
on the North Side of said Road, where an Earth Fence runs Northward; thence 
in a straight Line and a Northerly direction to the South-east Angle (3) of the 
Square Centre Tower of Hore Abbey; thence in a straight Line bearing East 
to the Point (4) in the Camos Road, where it is met by the Circular Road at 
the Base of the Castle Hill; thence. Easterly, along the Circular Road, to the 
Point (5) where it meets the Arrnel Road; thence, South-easterly, in a straight 
Line to the North-eastern Angle (6) of a large House called the Charter 
School, now occupied by Mr. Roche ; thence in a straight Line and Easterly 
direction to the South-west A ngle of a (conspicuous) House (7) called Summer 
Hill, close to the Kilnoul Road, and a little to the North-west of Gallows 
Hill; thence in a straight Line and South-westerly direction to a Point in the 
Featbard Road (8), at the South-east Extremity of die Town, where a Lane 
branches off in a South-easterly direction (this Point is about One hun-

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of* the 
Borough of Cavan. 



THE Borough of Cavan, as created by charters, comprises “ all within a circuit 
of one mile from the Stone House or Castle, wherein Walter Bradie, Gentleman, 
now resideth ; the Castle of Cavan, called O’Reilly’s Castle, and two poles of land 
called Rossgollan excepted.’* 

Cavan, the Assizes Town of the County of the same name, is a Borough, but 
does not send a Member to Parliament. It is situated about 54 miles North of 
Dublin, in the Parish of Urney. The Town is well built, containing some large 
and handsome houses, a Gaol and Court-house. There is not any staple trade 
or manufacture here, nor has the Town much extended itself. 

In 1831, the Population was 2,931 5 it does not appear that there has been any 
great increase since. 

The Town is neither lighted nor watched, and there are no Local Rates. 

The County Cess, as levied at last Assizes, was 1 1 ,674/. 1 s. o| d. The Cess is 
levied by “ Carvaghs,” of which there is no distinction between the Town and 
other parts of the County; the Carvaghs varying in extent. The portion of 
Carvaghs allotted to the Parish of Urney, in which Cavan is situated, is 354 out 
of 8,000. The County Cess averages from 1/. 13 s. to 2/. 2 s. half-yearly per 
Carvagh. 

The following Boundary is proposed : — 

From the Point (1) where the Gortnacash Road leaves the Dublin Road, 
in a straight Line to the Fort called Kinnypottle Fort ; thence in a straight 
Line to the Point (2) on the Road to Enniskillen, where it is crossed by a 
Stream, which is the Boundary between the Townlands, Kedue and Kinny- 
pottle, about Three hundred and sixty Yards North of the Church (3) ; 
thence in a straight Line to the North-west Wall of the Court-house (4) ; 
thence in a straight Line to the North-west Corner of the Enclosure Wall of 
the Gaol (5) ; thence to the Point where the Boundary between the Townlands 
of Kilnevarrow, Upper Swellan and Drummavanagh meet on the Road to 
Swellan Lodge (6 ) ; thence in a straight Line to the College (7) ; thence in 
a straight Line to the Point first described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Charleville. 



1 HERE are no Landmarks or Records preserved by which the ancient Limits 
of the old Borough can be defined. The Charter granted by Charles the Second 
to the Earl of Orrery thus describes its extent : “ It shall extend itself into the 
Countie of Corke, as the same shall be appointed contiguously” — “ to one hundred 
acres in the whole.” 

The Town of Charleville (anciently Rathgogan), situated on the Northern 
extremity of the County of Cork, in the Barony of Orrery and Kilmore, is a Market 
Town, having two Markets in the Week and six Fairs in the year. The Houses 
are principally situated in one main street, of considerable breadth, and lie North 
and South, on the old Road from Cork to Limerick. The Inhabitants are 
chiefly engaged in Trade and Agriculture; a small quantity of Leather is manufac- 
tured in two Tan-yards, and there are two good Water Com-mills, employing in all 
some thirty persons. The new Road from Cork to Limerick, passing through the 
Town, and the projected Rail-road, which, as I am informed, will pass close to 
it, may cause an improvement in the Town, and an extension of the Buildings; 
these objects have been considered in proposing the Municipal Boundary. 

The Population of the entire Parish in 1831 amounted to 5,814, and it is not 
supposed to have increased since that period. Of this number it is computed that 
there are upwards of 1,000 residing without the limits of the Municipal Boun- 
dary, leaving about 4,800 for the amount of the Population within the Town. 

The only Local Rate, is a Toll collected on the Market and Fair-days on every 
article coming into the Town for sale, said to amount to about 200L per annum. 
It is the property of the Lord of the Manor. 

The County Rate is averaged at i^. 6 d. per acre. 

I recommend the following Boundary : — 

From the Point (1) at which the old Road from Charleville, by Groom, to 
Limerick, meets a Road called Bohreenglass, Eastward, along the said old 
Road to Limerick to the Angle (2) at which the same turns Southward 
into Charleville; thence in a straight Line to the North-eastern Angle (3) 
of a House now in the occupation of Mrs. Ryan ;. thence, Southward, along 
the Wall which forms the North-eastern Enclosure of the Farm Buildings 
and Corn-mill (also in the occupation of Mrs. Ryan) to the Point at which 
the said Wall meets the Boundary of the Belfont Demesne ; thence, South- 
ward, along the Boundary of the Belfont Demesne to the Point (4) at which 
the same meets the Killraallock Road ; thence in a straight Line to the 
South-eastern Angie (5) of the Grave-yard, in which stand the ruins of the 
Church of Ballysallagh ; thence in a straight Line to the Point (6) at which 
the Milltown Road leaves the New Road from Charleville to Cork ; thence 
along the Milltown Road to a Point (7) which is distant One hundred and 
ninety Yards (measured, Westward, along such Road) from the Point at 
which the same leaves the New Road from Charleville to Cork; thence in a 
straight Line to the Point first described.

THE Limits of the Borough of Cloghuakilty extend to a distance of one mile 
and a half in every direction. 

The Town of Cloghnakilty is situated at the extremitv of an arm of the Sea, at 
about two miles from the Coast. It lies in the Parish of Kilgarriff. It formerlv 
had an extensive manufacture of Linens, which still employs about 300 hands. 
There is also a small trade in Cottons. Vessels of 100 tons come to a Quay at 
the Village of Ring, about one mile from Cloghnakilty on the Eastern side of the 
Harbour. 

The Census of 1831 stated the Population at 3,807, since which time it does 
not appear to have increased. 

The County Rate for the Town of Cloghnakilty during the last year amounted to 
being about 1 d. in the Pound on a Valuation somewhat below the 

actual rental. 

There are no Local Rates. 

The following is a description of the proposed Boundary; — 

From the Point (1) on the East of tlie Town, where a small Brook runs 
into the Harbour under a^inall Bridge called Facheen’s Bridge, and where 
Road to Timoleague leaves the'Road to Ring, along the Timoleague 
Road to the Point (2) where a small Bye-road runs from the Timoleague 
Road to the Bandon Road ; thence along the said Bve road to (3) where it 
joins the Bandon Road ; thenoe in a straight Line North-westerly to the 
Point where a Lane leading to a House of John Cunningham, and called 
the Skirragh s Lane, leaves the old Road to Bandon ; thence in a straight Line

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary and Division 
into Wards of the Borough of Clonmel. 



THE ancient Boundary of the Borough of Clonmel, contains more than 8,000 <tKaENT Limiw. 
statute acres. The Boundary is very ill defined. A small portion of this District 
is situated upon the Tipperary side, and the remainder upon the Waterford 
side of the River Suir. 

Clonmel is about 24 miles distant from Waterford. The Suir is navigable as DEsnupnoworTHB 
high as Clonmel for barges from 20 to 40 tons burden. Freight between Water- 
ford and Clonmel is about four shillings and sixpence per Ton. The amount of 
Tonnage employed in this Trade is estimated to be about 3,000 Tons. 

The improvement of the Suir Navigation is a subject which excites great 
interest amongst the Inhabitants of the Town and District. Clonmel has the 
appearance of much, comfort and prosperity ; and is generally considered to be in 
an advancing state. 

The outskirts contain a mass of very poor Inhabitants. The Town is supplied 
with a Fever Hospital and a Medicine Dispensary for the Poor. 

Mr. Malcomson, an enterprising gentleman, has established a Hand-loom Cotton 
Manufactory, which employs 160 Girls. He has likewise extensive Flour-mills in 
Clonmel. 

The Population of Clonmel, including the rural district, is, by the Census of 1831, Population. 

15,134. 

For the purchase of Coffins for the Poor, and the support of Foundlings, a sum Local Rata*, 
is levied upon the Parish of St. Mary. The amount laid on for the current year 
was 104/. 13s. ^d. Of this sum 9^/. 8 j. <^d. is paid by the Town of Clonmel;

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Coleraine. 



THE Limits of the Town and Liberties of Coleraine, as defined by the 
Governing Charter, comprise a circuit of three Irish miles in every direction from the 
centre of the Town; but the Limits within which the jurisdiction of the Town is at 
present exercised, do not conform exactly to the circular boundary assigned by 
Charter, but in some parts exceed it, and in other falls short of the same. There 
are several Parishes and portions of Parishes included in the Liberties, but of these 
only two, viz. Coleraine and Killowen, contain any part of the Town and 
Suburbs. 

The Town of Coleraine is situated in the County of Londonderry, upon the 
Banks of the River Bann, four miles from its confluence with the Sea. A Wooden 
Bridge connects the suburb of Waterside and Killowen, on the West Bank, with 
Coleraine, properly so called, on the opposite shore. 

The River is navigable as far as the Bridge, for vessels of two hundred tons ; 
above the Town the navigation of the River is speedily interrupted by a weir or 
dam. The Town is improving and increasing, and its commerce is said to have 
been benefited by the improvement of the Harbour of Port Rush, within the 
Liberties, which is a convenient shelter for vessels desiring to enter the Bann. 
The exports are butter, grain, bacon and ship pork in considerable quantities, for a 
Town of its extent. 

According to the enumeration of 1S31, the Population of Coleraine amounted 
to 5,752, and the total number of Houses to i ,163, of which 248 were of the yearly 
value of 10/. and upwards. 

The number of Houses at this date of the yearly value of 5/. and upwards, 
rated under the 9th Geo. IV. c. 82, in the Borough of Coleraine, are 462 ; of 
these 82 are situated on the West side of the River. It is, however, estimated 
that 40 Houses should be added for omissions and newly built ones. The number 
of 5/. Houses would thus amount to 502, but in order to estimate the 5/. 
Municipal Constituency, between a fifth and sixth should be deducted for 
Houses occupied by females, empty Houses, &c., thus reducing the number to 
about 410. 

The General Lighting Act has been applied at Coleraine, and an Assessment 
is levied on Houses of the yearly value of 5/. and upwards, which Cess is 
applotted on a sworn valuation of the Houses. The Rates applotted for 1831, 
were, —

In case it should be at any time contemplated to alter the Boundary, I reconi- 
mend the following; and in proposing a new Boundary, which will separate 
the Town and Suburbs, properly so called, from a district altogether rural, 
(but with a reasonable space left for the probable expansion of the Town,) I have 
been constrained to choose a wider limit than was otherwise necessary, from the 
difficulty of finding a well-marked or well-recognised Line nearer the Buildings. Oa 
the other hand, I have much diminished the space assigned to the Parliamentary 
Borough, particularly in the Parish of Killowen, where a great rural tract is 
included, w’hicli can have no connexion with Municipal objects. 

From the Point (1) on the Road from Coleraine to Ballymoney, about 
the distance of Four hundred and fifty Yards, Southward, from the Street 
called Terrace Row, and where the South Fence of the Field immediately 
South of the Glebe is terminated Westerly by said Road to Ballymoney; 
thence, Eastward, along South Fence of said Field to the Point (2) where 
it is terminated Easterly by a narrow Lane ; thence, Eastward, in a straight 
Line to a Point (3) on the Lodge Road where the Townland Boundary 
of Coleraine and Suburbs departs Easterly from said Road ; thence, East- 
erly, along said Townland Boundary to a Point (4) where it meets the 
Lodge Brook; thence, Northerly, in a straight Line to a Point (5) on the 
Road from Coleraine to Baliycastle, Two hundred and forty-three Yards 
distant Easterly from the Lane leading Southerly to Hillmount Fancy, 
and opposite the South-west Corner of the Flush Field, where the Townland 
Boundary of Coleraine and Suburbs departs North-westerly from the Bally- 
castle Road ; thence, North-westerly and Westerly, along the said Townland 
Boundary across the Road to Port Rush, and down a Watercourse Westerly 
along said Townland Boundary to a Poiiit(6) where the Townland Boundary 
suddenly departs Northward from .said Watercourse; thence in the con- 
tinuation and Line of last-mentioned Watercourse along a wide and deep 
Ditch, until it arrives and terminates Westerly at a Point (7) on the East 
Shore of the River Bann ; thence across the River Bann in a South-westerly 
direction to a Point (8) on the West Shore of said River, where the Northern 
Bank which bounds the Plantation of Jackson Hall departs from the River 
Bann; thence, Westward, along said Bank to theWest End thereof{9); thence 
along another Bank running in continuation of the Idne of the first-men- 
tioned Bank to the Point where the same meets the Bally Cairn Road (10); 
thence, Southward, on the Bally Cairn Road, Twenty-five Feet, to the Point 
(11) where a Bank departs We.stward from said Road ; thence along said 
Bank, proceeding Westward fj om Bally Cairn Road, for the space of One 
hundred and sixty-one Yards, to the Point (12) where the East and West 
Bank is met by another running North and South; thence. South, to the 
Point (1 3) on the old Road to Newtown Liraavady from Coleraine, at the dis- 
tance of One hundred and sixty-seven Yards Westward from its junction with 
the BalR Cairn Road ; thence, Southward, by a straight Line in the directioa 
of the Centre of the Glebe House of Killowen, until such Line or directioa 
arrives at the Point (14) on a Lane called the Big Bog Lane, leading 
Westerly from Laurel Hill; thence. Eastward, along the Big Bog Lane 
for the space of One hundred and twenty-iwo Yards, to the Point (15) 
where a Watercourse departs from said Lane to the South ; thence along 
said Watercourse until it becomes the Boundary of the Parish of Killoweo, 
and so down in continuation until said M^atercourse and said Parish 
Boundary terminate at the Point (16) on the West Shore of the River 
Bann; thence, Eastward, across the River Bann to the Point (17) where 
a Fence coming down Westerly from the Ballymoney Road there terminates; 
thence, Eastward, up last-mentioned Fence to where it meets the Bally- 
money Road at the Point first described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary and Division 
into Wards of the City of Cork. 



THE County of the City of Cork consists of the City and Liberties. 

The City anciently occupied a portion of an Island formed by two branches of 
the River Lee, which separate at the Western and re-unite at the Eastern Extremity 
of the Island, 



The Suburbs having extended much beyond the City, with which they are 
connected by several Bridges, their Limits, for the purposes of local taxation, were 
defined by the Act 53 Geo. III. c. 3. Since then, however, they have spread 
out beyond these limits in every direction, but more particularly towards the 
East. 

The Boundary of the entire County of the City of Cork extends in its greatest 
length 12 miles from North to South, and nearly nine miles from East to West, 
embracing an area of about 70 square miles, or about 45,000 statute acres, of 
which barely four square miles are occupied by the City and Suburbs, while the 
remainder of the space belongs essentially to a rural district. 

It is difficult to particularize any one quarter of the City, as the extremes of 
the several conditions of the Inhabitants are (with few exceptions) in tbe im- 
mediate neighbourhood of, and occasionally interwoven with, each other. St. 
Patrick Street, the Grand Parade, the South Mall, Great George Street, St. Pa- 
trick’s Hill, and perhaps one or two other Streets, the Quays, the Glanmire Road, 
South Terrace, Warren Place, and Lapp’s Island, are inhabited by persons of 
wealth and respectability, or occupied with Warehouses 5 but many of the Streets, 
and nearly all the Lanes branching off from these main Streets and places, are 
occupied by numerous families of the lower classes, and many apparently in 
tbe lowest state of destitution. The Suburbs towards the South, and parts of 
those towards the North and North-west, are occupied by persons in a condition 
bordering on pauperism. The principal Streets and quarters of the City and 
Suburbs are well paved and lighted, but tbe Lanes and narrow back Streets are gene- 
rally neglected. The Trade and Commerce of Cork, as the second City in Ireland, 
are too well known to require to be detailed in this Report. The numerous 
Buildings and improvements now in progress are evidences of the place con- 
tinuing to flourish. 

The Population of tbe City and Suburbs in 1831 is stated to have been 
84,000, and of the Liberties 22,000, making a total within the County of the 
City of Cork of 1 06,000. It would appear that the population has considerably 
increased since the above period. 

The Local Rate, by which is meant a sum raised in the City and Suburbs alone 
for lighting, pitching, paving and cleansing, amounts to about 3>2oo 1 . 

The County Rate, which is collected from the whole Borough, amounts to 
between 24,000/. and 25,000/.; of this sum, one-third is contributed by its 
Liberties. By the 53 Geo. I II. c. in, two-thirds of the whole County Rates are 
applotted on tbe City and Suburbs. All Houses of less annual value than 5 /-» 
and Houses let out in rooms, are exempt.

St. Fin Barr’s Ward. 

From the Junction of Nicolas Street with Evergreen Street; along Nicolus 
Street to Douglas Street ; South, along Douglas Street, High Street, the 
Passage Road and Carrigoline Road, to the Boundary of the County of the 
City ; West, along the said Boundary to the Bandon Road ; North, along the 
Bandon Road to the Macroom Road ; thence in a straight Line to the South- 
east Corner of the surrounding Wall of the County Gaol ; thence, North, 
along the said Wall to the South Channel of the River Lee ; East, along the 
South Channel of the River Lee to Clarke’s Bridge ; North, along Wandes- 
ford Street to Great George Street; East, along Great George Street to South 
Main Street; South, along Sooth Main Street, across South Bridge, along 
Barrack Hill to Evergreen Street ; South, along Evergreen Street to the Point 
first named.

From the Centre of North Bridge, South, along North Main Street to 
Great George Street ; West, along Great George Street and the Boundary of 
St. Finn Barr’s Ward to the Boundary of the County of the City ; West, along 
the said Boundary of the County of the City to the River Lee; East, along 
the River Lee and North Channel to the Point first named. 

Exchange Ward. 

From the Centre of North Bridge, South, along North Main Street, South 
Main Street, across South Bridge, along Barrack Hill to Evergreen Street; 
along Evergreen Street to Nicolas Street ; along Nicolas Street, North ; along 
Abbey Street to Mary Sti'eet; along Mary Street across Parliament Bridge to 
South W all ; along South lYall lo Marlborough Street ; along Marlborough 
Street across St. Patrick’s Street; along Academy Street, Half-mnon Street, 
to the North Channel; West, along tiie North Clumnelto the first-nameci 
Point. 

Custom House W'ard. 

From a Point in the North Channel opposite Half-moon Street, South, 
along the Boundary of Exchange Ward to Dousilns Street : along Douglas

Rock Ward to the Point in the River Lee opposite the Custom House, at the 
Junction of the two Channels : thence, West, along the North Channel of the 
River Lee to the first-named Point. 

With reference to the second paragraph of the Instructions, dated 1 2 April last, 
in case a more restricted Boundary should at any time be contemplated, I recom- 
mend the following; and in proposing a new Boundary for this place, I examined 
the Suburbs, the limits of which were fixed by Act of Parliament for purposes 
analogous to those contemplated by the proposed Bill. In some places the Sub- 
urbs included all tliat might be considered as belonging to the Town. In others 
the Town has stretched beyond them. I have therefore adopted the Suburb Limits 
wherever I found them applicable, and only rejected them where I found an actual, 
or where there appeared every probability of an increase of Buildings beyond 
them. In the Glanmire district, building speculations are carrying on to a great 
extent ; and as the principal entrance into Cork from Dublin and elsewhere, and 
from the very favourable site for good Houses and Streets, it is expected that it 
will at no distant period become a populous Suburb. Black Rock Road, on 
the opposite shore, is, on the contrary, unlikely to be joined to the City as a 
Suburb. It is occupied by country Villas, and one or two rural Hamlets, 
and is not the ordinary approach to Cork from any part of the country. 

The Boundary I propose will be as follows : — 

From the Point (t) where Silver Stream Lane meets the Dublin Road, 
Northward, along the said Lane to the Upper Glanmire Road (2) ; thence 
in a straight Line and Nortli, direction to the Spring (3) and Stream that 
flows into the Glen River; thence follow the Stream to the River (4) ; 
thence, West, along the River Glen to the Eastern Wall of Callaghan’s 
Distillery ; thence. Northward, along the said Wall to Spring Lane (5) ;

The Wards into which this restricted district may be best divided are, in my 
opinion, according to the following' proposition. There will appear to be a great 
inequality between the number of Houses and the area of soine of the Wards and 
others. This is occasioned by dense masses of Houses being occupied by the 
lower classes, and the consequent necessity of extending the lines of divisions so j 
as to include some re.spectab!e Streets and Houses. Glanmire Ward appears to 
present comparatively few Houses, but the numbers are rapidly increasing, and it 
is confidently asserted that it will soon become a populous suburb.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Dingle, or Dingle-i-Couch. 



THE ancient Limits of the Borough of Dingle were stated to me, by the 
Sovereign of the Borough, to extend two Irish miles in every direction from the 
Parish Church. These Limits are set forth in a Charter of Elizabeth, and are 
still quoted as the extent of the Sovereign’s jurisdiction. 

There is, however, some discrepancy between this statement and the points 
that are practically adopted as the extent of the Sovereign’s jurisdiction. 

These points are — 

1. The Top of Connor’s Hill. 

2. Ventry Chapel. 

3. The Bridge of Eoolun, on the Tralee Road. 

4. The Top of the Hill of Ballinea. 

5. The Farm of Ballyloughig. 

Judging of the distance of one or two of these points, as shown to me on the 
ground {for there is no plan extant) they appear to exceed much the distance 
specified in the Charter. 

The Town is situated on the shore of the Harbour of Dingle. There are some 
good houses in the principal streets, and there are others, now neglected, and 
occupied by the lowest classes, that were formerly tenanted by persons engaged in 
the Linen manufacture. With the failure of this branch of trade, the wealth and 
respectability of the place would appear to have declined. There is, however, an 
Export Trade in Corn and Butter ; a considerable Retail Trade ; and there are a 
number of persons engaged in Fishing, who supply the neighbouring District. 
The Town is neither lighted nor paved. 

There is no Local Rate. 

There are no Houses in the Town assessed to the County Rate. 

The Population of Dingle in 1831 is stated to have been 6,719. It is con- 
sidered to have increased since then, but apparently in no great degree. 

The following Boundary will embrace all that strictly belongs to the Town, 
and allow sufficient space for its probable increase : — 

From a Point (1) in Goat Street, Three hundred and fifty Yards to the 
North-east of Chapel Lane, in a straight Line and Easterly direction to the 
Pound or Point of Junction (2) of the Mountain and Kiilineagh Roads ; 
thence to the North-east Corner of Mr. Hickson’s House (3) ; thence in a 
straight Line to a Point on the Spa Road (4), Four hundred Yards to the 
East of the Junction of the said Road w'ith Middle Street and Bridge Street; 
thence in a straight Line and Southerly direction to a Point (5) on the Old 
Tralee Road, beyond John Street, Six hundred Yards from the Junction of 
Bridge Street with the Spa Road ; thence in a straight Line and North- 
vvesterly direction to the Point (6) where the Road to the Beach branches off 
from the New Road to Tredee, near Mr. Collis’s House (7) j thence in a 
straight Line to a Point on the Strand, Four hundred Yards West of the 
Pier (8) ; thence in a straight Line to the first-named Point.

THE ancient Limits are co-extensive with the “ Demesne of Down,” and Ancient Limits. 
contain about 1,486 acres. The extent from the cross roads at Vianstown 
Cottage, on the Dublin Road, to the Quoile Bridge, is about two miles and a 
half, and the average breadth about a mile and a quarter. 

Downpatrick is the Assizes Town of the County Down, and a Borough sending Description op 
a Member to Parliament. It is situated on the South Side of, and about a mile 
from the Quoile River, and about seven miles from Strangford. There are some 
good streets in it, but there is neither any staple Manufacture or Trade (beyond 
that of retail dealers, some of whom have realized considerable properties) ; nor does 
it appear likely that the Town will increase in either, on account of its vicinity 
to Belfast and Newry, and the distance (one mile) to the Quoile Quay, to which 
only vessels drawing from seven to nine feet water can approach ; the situation of 
the Town, also, is against its extending very much, owing to the marshy nature of 
the grouid round a great part of the Town, and the steepness of the hills m 
Others. 

In 1831 the Population wa 4,784. It is not supposed to have increased much Popuktioa. 
since. 



Houses valued at twenty pounds and upwards pay 6rf. in the pound; ten Local Rates, 
pounds, 3 9 per annum ; five pounds, i 5. $d. per annum, for lighting and 

watching. Houses under 5 1 . do not pay any tax. 

The County Cess is levied at each Assize; it varies from id. to 2 d. in the County Rate, 
pound, according to the County and Barony assessment. 

The following Boundary is proposed as embracing a sufficient area for any pro- 
bable increase of the Town: — viz. 



From the Tower of the Cathedral (i) in a straight Line to the highest

THERE do not appear to be any Boundaries of the Borough, other than those Ancient Limits. 
of the Town and County of the Town (constituting the Parliamentary Boundary), 
which embrace an extensive rural district. 



The Town and County of the Town of Drogheda is situated on the River Description of 
Boyne, about four miles from the sea. the Town. 

The River is navigable up to the Bridge, which unites the Parishes of St, Peter’^s 
and St. Mary’s. 

Vessels of 400 tons, by discharging part of their cargo below’, can come up to 
the Bridge; the Port is, however, more adapted to vessels of about 200 tons, 
drawing from 10 to 12 feet water. 

Above the Bridge small craft go by means of Canal to Navan. 

By far the greater part of the Town lies on the Northern or left Bank of the 
River. _ * 

The Trade of the Town appears to consist, — 

1st. In the exportation of live stock, principally Pigs, many hundreds of which 
are embarked in steamers every week for Liverpool. 

Steam-boats of upwards of 200 horse power sail three times a week for Liver- 
pool, and perform the voyage in 12 hours. 

These vessels are on the increase, two additional ones being nearly ready. 

2d. In the exportation of Flour, there being large Mills within the Town, as 
well as laj-ge quantities of Flour brought by canal from Navan. 

3d. In the manufacture of Linen Yarn from Tow and Flax, one large manu- 
factory for which employs upwards of 200 men, women and children ; and another 
is about to be erected ; also, large quantities of coarse and fine linen are made in 
private houses, and exposed for sale in the Linen Hall. 

There is also an Iron Foundry on a large scale, and several Tanneries. 

The Trade of the Town appears on the increase, as well as the buildings on 
the banks of the River below Bridge. 

The Town and Suburbs contain about 17,000 Inhabitants, according to the Population. 
Census of 1831 ; and the number of Houses, according to the same report, is House®. 

3,142, of which 1,300 were of the annual rental of 1 0 L and upwards. I should 
therefore imagine that there were about 2,000 of the annual rental of 5 1. and 
upwards.

8 <f. last half-year, and 3 5. n d. the previous, per acre ; but this is larger 
than usual, owing to a debt incurred during the Cholera.

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REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary and 
Division into Wards of the City of Dublin, 



THE City of Dublin is a County of itself; its Limits have continued without Municipal 
material alteration for several centuries. Limits. 

The Limits of the County of the City extend on the East as far as the Black 
Rock, a Village distant about five statute miles from the Castle; on the South- 
west and North direction Uiey run very irregularly, varying from half a mile to 
two miles and a half ; on the North-east they extend to Ballybough Bridge. The 
Limits embrace such portions of the Shore as are included within the utmost 
distance to which a man on horseback can at low water throw a dart into 
the Sea. 

The Limits of the County of the City differ very considerably from those of the 
modern City. The present Lines of Boundary between the City and the County 
of Dublin, as perambulated, are very irregular and inconvenient ; in some places 
passing through private dwelling-houses and gardens, and generally more or 
less unequally intersecting the public Streets. 

There have been controversies from a very early period between the Officers of 
the Corporation and Seneschals of the several manorial jurisdictions which exist 
in part within the City Limits, as to their respective Boundaries and powers.

The assessments in Dublin are rated according to the value of the tenement as 
valued for Ministers’ Money. The valuations are effected by the Rector or Senior 
Clergyman of each Parish at his own cost ; the trouble and expense being heavy, 
they are effected as seldom as possible. There are 2i Parishes, in some of which 
no valuation has been made for 40 years, consequently numerous tenements escape 
the taxation to which others are subjected. When there is no Ministers’ Valuation, 
several departments have a power of making a temporary valuation, which often 
causes one tenement to be subjected to three or four different valuations, and creates 
disputes, and ultimately great expense by recourse being had to law.

the precise Limits of the ancient Borough are not recited in the Charters and 
cannot be distinctly traced. ’ 

Dundalk is the County Town of Louth, situate at the head of the Bay of the 
same name, and is an improving place ; its prosperity arises principally from its 
being a considerable mart for agricultural produce, and a shipping port for Corn 
Cattle, &c. The Harbour, however, is shallow, admitting only small vessels but 
should any of the projects which have been suggested for its improvement ever be 
carried into effect, it would most likely increase in importance, and extend prin- 
cipally in the direction of the Cavalry Barracks, and from thence to Soldier’s Point. 
The Corporate Body possess no property of any description, or any public revenue, 
except a small rent arising from the slaughter-house and shambles, producing about 
25 1. per year. 

By the Census of 1831, the Population amounted to 10,078; some increase has 
taken place since that period, and it may not be over-rated at present at about 
11,000 souls. 

The general Act for “ lighting, watching and cleansing” has been only partially 
brought into operation since February 1832. An effectual watch has been esta- 
blished, but no lighting as yet. The Rates levied on the inhabitants under the 
authority of this Act have been, from July 1833 to July 1836, assessed in the 
following proportion ; viz. 

Houses of the value of 5 1 ., and not exceeding 1 0 at 5 d. per pound ; 10 
and not exceeding 20 at 20 1 . and upwards, at 10c?. per pound; the 

annual amount of Rates as now collected being about 800/. 

The main street is a Turnpike Road ; the other principal streets and paths are 
kept in repair by County presentments, levied according to an applotted valuation, 

I recommend the following Boundary, which is co-extensive with the Parlia- 
mentary Boundary : — 

From the Point (1) on the East of the Town, about Eight hundred Yards 
from the Inclosure Wall of the Cavalry Barracks, at which a Road which runs 
from the Sea-shore through the Marshes to Black Rock leaves the Sea-sbore, 
along such Road to the Point at which the same meets the Boundary (2) of 
the Lower Marsh Townland ; thence, Westward, along the Boundary of the 
Lower Marsh Townland to the Point at w’hicK the same reaches the Bridge

Parks to the Bridge on the Newry Road (8); thence along the Southern

THE Liberties of the Town are stated to comprise two whole Townlands, viz. AsiciraT Limits. 
Drumcoo and Ranaghan ; a portion of a third, Gortmerrou, and three small pieces 
in three other Townlands, comprehending altogether about 836 statute acres. 

Dungannon is a small Market and Borough Town in the Barony of Dungannon Discmi-tiou or 
and County of Tyrone, situate about four miles from the most Southerly Point of the lows. 
Lough Neagh. It has been progressively improving for the last two years, there 
not being now more than ten uninhabited Houses, whereas in November 1831 
there were 83 ; and in September 1833, lOO. The trade in Linen and Grain has 
very much improved. The Town lies entirely in the Parish of Drumglass, and the 
whole of it belongs in fee to the Earl of Ranfurly. 

The Population amounted in tSsi to 3,758; some increase has taken place Population, 
since that period. 

The Borough Cess is for the purpose of paving, lighting, cleansing and watching 
the Town, anti is levied under the provisions of 9 Geo. IV. c. 82. 

Houses of the value of 5^ to to/, pay 6 d. in the pound; from 10/. to 20/., gd. 
in the pound; and above 20 1, li. in the pound; under the value of 5!. they 
pay nothing. For the last year (ending July 1835) the' assessment amounted to 
288/. odd. 

The County Cess is variable, and is levied for the purpose of keeping the Roads 
in repair, paying the Constabulary and other public establishments. It is assessed 
twice a year by the Grand Jury of the County, and amounted for the last year 
to 264 1. IIS.

the Manor of Dungarvan is supposed to contain about 10,000 Statute acres. 
The Limits are ill defined. 

Dungarvan is a Sea Port in the Barony of Decies, County of Waterford ; its 
Harbour is defective ; its trade consists chiefly in the export of provisions. The 
Town is at present considered to be in rather a prosperous and improving state. 
It is ill supplied with fresh water. 

‘There is a Fever Hospital and a Medicine Dispensary for the Poor. 

The Population of the Town, according to the Census of 1831, is 8,381. 

The Population of the Town and Manor taken together, is supposed to amount 
to 11,858.

Dungarvan is rated with a portion of the general County Assessment (seven and 
■ a half ploughlands). The Rate per ploughland in the approved presentments of 
Summer 1835, as affecting Dungarvan, was 24/. Os, io|rf. The Rate at Spring 
Assizes 1835, was within 1 3^. of the same amount. 

. The total charge upon Dungarvan was therefore about 360 1 . for the year. 

Many of the most destitute class are called upon to pay a portion of this tax, 
which they are unable to pay ; the consequence is, that there is generally a deficiency 
of 31 1 . at each Assizes, which it is impossible to collect. 

The following Boundary will embrace the Town, and allow sufficient space for 
any future probable increase : — 

From the Cunnigar Point (1) in a straight Line to a Gateway (2) marked 
by two Pillars on the Sea-shore South of the Town, about One hundred and 
sixty Yards to the South of the House of John Condon ; thence in a strmght 
Line to another Gateway (3) marked also by two Pillars on the Eastern Side 
of the new Road to Youghal, about Three hundred Yards from the Point 
at which the New Youghal Road leaves the Mount Odell Road ; thence m 
a straiaht Line to Cromwell’s Mound (4), otherwise called Gallows Hill ; thence 
in a straight Line to the Northern End of a Wall on the Edge of the River, 
about One hundred and ten Yards North of the Monks’ School House (5) ; 
thence in a straight Line across the River to the Point (6) Northward of the 
Hospital (about Fifty-six Yards distant from its North-west Angle), where the 
Garden Wall of Ho.spital meets a Bank near the Edge of the River ; Jienc^e in 
a straight Line to the Southern End of a small Plantation (7) on the East Side 
of the Waterford Road, belonging to Mr. Boate, about Two hundred and 
Twenty-four Yards on the Town Side of the Entrance to his Grounds ; thence 
in a straight Line to the Point at which a Bye.road which runs Northward 
nearly at right angles from the Road between the Roipan Catholic Chapel and 
the new Vicarage House, makes an Angle (8) in turning to the es , en 
along the said Bye-road to the Point at which the same joins the Road (9) 
between the Roman Catholic Chapel and the new '^‘carage House ; thence 
along a Fence which runs down to the Sea frocn opposi e e 
described, to the Point at which such Fence meets the Sea-shore (10) , thence

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Ennis. 



THE ancieot Borough of Ennis embraces an extent of about one-third of 
a square mile. 

Ennis is likewise the County Town of Clare; it is situated on the River 
Fergus. Vessels of considerable tonnage can at certain states of the tides, 
ascend the River to Clare, distant about two miles from Ennis. Ennis has very 
little Trade, no Manufactures, no Municipal Police or Charities, no Lamps, no 
Scavengers. The outskirts of the Town are inhabited by a very poor class of people, 
chiefly agriculturists. 

The Population of Ennis, according to the Census of 1831, is 7,71 1. 

There are no Rates whatever levied by the Municipality ; a Patent empowering 
a private individual to collect Tolls was of late years increased from one day in the 
week to every day. 

The County Rates in the Barony of Islands, where Ennis is situated, amounted 
in 1835 to 3^. 6 lid. per acre. The Land within the limits of the Borough pays 
this County Rate. 

The following is a description of the Boundary, which coincides with that of 
the Parliamentary Borough: — 

From the Clareen Bridge (1) in a straight Line in a South-westerly direction 
to the Point (2) at which the Road round the Hill from Inch Bridge meets the 
Road to the Hermitage ; thence along a Bye-road which runs Southward from 
the Point last described to the Point (3) (about Two hundred and twenty 
Yards from the Point last described), at which such Bye-road is met by an 
Orchard Wall; thence in a straight Line to the Eastern Pier of a Gate (4) 
on the Inch Bridge Road, which is the Entrance to Mr. Crow’s Farm ; thence 
in a straight Line to the Eastern Pier of a Gate (5) on the Kilrush Road, 
about Two hundred and thirty Yards to the East of the Point at which a 
Road branches from the Kilrush Road to join the Inch Bridge Road ; thence 
in a straight Dne in a South-easterly direction to the South-western Corner 
(6) of the Rev. W. A. Adamson’s (formerly Mr. Healy’s) Garden; thence 
along the Southern Wall of same Garden to the Point (7) at which the same 
meets the Clare Road; thence, Northward and Eastward, along the Mail-coach 
Road from Clare (for about Three-quarters of a Mile) to the Point (8) at which 
the same is met by a Wall on the Northern side thereof, near a Well ; 
thence in a straight Line to the North-western Corner of the Wall which 
surrounds a Distillery on the Banks of the River Fergus, but not now in use ; 
thence along the last-mentioned Wall, including the Distillery, to the Point 
(9) at which the same Wall meets the River Fergus ; thence in a straight Line, 
in a North-easterly direction, to the Point (lo) at which the Spancel Hill or 
Southern Gort Road is joined by a Cross Road from the Northern Gort 
Road, and which Point is distant about Four hundred Yards from the Bridge 
over the River Fergus ; thence along the last-mentioned Cross Road to the 
Point (17) at which the same joins the Northern Gort Road ; thence along the 
same Northern Gort Road for Twenty-five Yards beyond the Point last 
described ; thence in a straight Line, in a North-wes^rly direction, to the 
Windmill Stump (12) ; thence in a straight Line to theClareen Bridge.

REPORT upon the Peoposbd Municipal Boundaey of the 
Boeougb of Enniscorthy. 



THE ancient Limits of the Borough of Enniscorthy extend from the Town about Akcieut Limits 
a mile to the North, three miles to the North-east, one mile and a half to the Borough. 

South, about two miles to the East, and three quarters of a mile to the West. 

The Town of Enniscorthy is in the County of Wexford, and situated on the West Description op 
Bank of the River Slaney, which is navigable for Sloops. An extensive trade in I'”'*'- 
Corn is carried on between Enniscorthy and the Town of Wexford. On the East 
Bank of the Slaney are the suburbs of Drumgold and Temple Shannon, which are 
joined to Enniscorthy by a Stone Bridge. The place has the appearance of 
prosperity. 

The Population in 1831 amounted to 5 , 955 ) ^ttd no increase has taken place Population, 
since that period. 

The following is the Boundary I propose, embracing the Town of Enniscorthy, 
with the Suburbs of Drumgold and Temple Shannon : — ■ 

From the Point (l ) on the N orth of the Town where the Killan and Kilteely Promseu 
Roads meet, in a straight Line past the North side of the Bishop’s Residence Bousu.,rt. 
to (2) where the Line cuts the Road to Gorey ; thence in an Easterly direction 
along the Road to (3) a Bridge where the two Roads join ; thence in a South 
direction along a Gully or Stream to (4) where it falls into the River Slaney ; 
thence in a straight Line to (5I a Windmill in ruins on the summit of Vinegar 
Hill ; thence to (6) where a Lane from the South-east meets the Clandow 
Road ; thence along the Road in a South-west direction to (7) where it meets 
the old Wexford Road ; thence in a straight Line to (8) where the U win Stream 
falls into the River Slaney, continuing along the Urrin Stream to (9) Curley’s 
Bridge on the New Ross Road ; thence in a straight Line to the Point first 
described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Enniskillen. 



THE ancient Borough is stated to comprise the " entire of the Island of Ennis- ancieut Limits. 
killen,” “ the Castle or Fortalice of Enniskillen alone excepted.” 

The Town of Enniskillen is situated in a central position in the County of Description os 
Fermanagh, on an Island in a narrow branch of Lough Erne, connecting its upper the Town. 
and lower portions. It has two Suburbs, each connected with the Island of Ennis- 
killen by a stone Bridge. The Island and the Eastern Suburb are in the Parish 
of Enniskillen ; the V/estern Suburb is in the Parish of Rossory. 

There is not any Local Rate. The Town is neither paved, lighted nor watched. 

The principal Road through the Town is repaired by the County. 

The County Cess is levied on an old valuation of the land, and varies consi- 
derably ; a new valuation is now in progress. 

The Population of the entire Town in 1831 amounted to 6,056. 

In case any alteration in the Boundary should be contemplated, I propose the 
following, which comprises the same extent as that adopted for the Parliamentary 
Borough in 1 832, with the addition of a portion of the adjacent waters, and the 
small Island called Piper’s Island : — 

From the Westernmost Point (1) of the Townland of Toneystick, on the Proposed new 
East of the Town, in a straight Line to the Salient Point (2) of the North- Bousdahy. 
western Bastion of East Fort ; thence in a straight Line to the Salient Point 
(3) of the North-eastern Bastion of East Fort ; thence in a straight Line in 
the direction of the South-western Angle of the County Infirmary, to the 
Point (4) at which such straight Line cuts the Boundary of the Townland 
of Toneystick ; thence, Southward, along the Boundary of the Townland of 
Toneystick to the Point at which the same meets Lough Erne (5); thence 

• along the Townland Boundary through the middle of the Channel South of 
the Island of Enniskillen, to the Point (6) at which it joins the Boundary 
between the Townlands of Cole’s Hill and Windmill Hill, in the Western 
Suburb of the Town ; thence, Westward, along the said Boundary to a Point 
{7) which is distant One hundred Yards (measured along such Boundary) 
beyond the Point at which the same joins the Florence Court Road ; thence, 
in a straight Line to the South-western Angle (8) of West Fort; thence in 
a straight Line to the Point at which the Boundarv between the Townlands 
of Windmill Hill and Portora meets the Eastern Sank of Lough Galliagh 
(9); thence, Northward, along the Eastern Bank of Lough Galliagh to the 
Point at which the same meets the Church Hill Road (Jo); thence, towards 
Enniskillen, along the last-mentioned Road to the Lodge Gate of Portora 
School ( n ) ; thence along a Hedge which runs at the foot of the Lawn of 
Portora School, Northward, to Lough Erne, to the Point (12) at which the 
same meets Lough Erne ; thence in the same direction to the middle of the 
Channel between the Townlands of Portora and Cornagrade (1 3) ; thence 
along the middle of the Channel and Southward of Pipers Island to the 
Point (1) first described.

REPORT upon the Pkoposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Feathard. 



THE ancient Limits of Featbard are supposed to enclose about 1,800 Statute 
Acres. Tne Boundary is ill defined. 

Fealhard is a very ancient Town in the County of Tipperary ; it is a very unim- 
portant one in the present day ; it has a Medicine Dispensary, but no Fever 
Hospital for the Poor. 

The Population, according to the Census of 1831, amounts to 3,405. 

The only Local Tax levied here appears to be that most unproductive one called 
Market and Fair Tolls. The Feathard Tolls this year are set for about 25/. The 
whole yearly collection is estimated at 50 1 

The County Rate levied upon the Borough of Feathard is one-three-hundred 
and-twelfth part of the amount laid upon the County “ at large.” 

The acreable Rate upon the Lands of Feathard, laid on at the Spring and Sum- 
mer Assizes of 1 835, is 2S. sd. per acre ; and the actual amount of Rates laid 
upon Feathard in 1835, was ggl. 6 s. $d. 

The following is the proposed Boundary: — 

The Boundary commences at a Point (1) in the Kilnoul Road where a 
Bank runs North-westerly, which Point is about One hundred arid twenty 
Yards to the Southward of the Place where the Saussestown Road meets the 
Kilnoul Road ; thence, Westerly, along said Bank, crossing the Stry-lea Bye- 
road, and going to the North-east Angle of the Barrack Field enclosing Wall 
(2) ; thence. Westerly, along said Wall to where it turns South (3) ; thence, 
South, along Wall about Eighteen Yards to (4) where it turns Westerly ; 
thence, Westerly, along said Wall to its North-west Angle (5); thence, 
Westerly, along a low Wall to the West Pier of a Gate on the Gracetown 
Road (6), about Two hundred and ten Yards Northerly from the old Town 
Gate of Chapel Lane; thence about Twenty Yards North-westerly to the 
South Pier of a Gate (7) on the West side of Gracetown Road, from which 
Pier a Bank runs South-westerly ; thence, South-westerly, along said Bank, 
about One hundred and fifty Yards, till it reaches (8) the North-east Angle 
of a Stone Wall enclosing the “ Still Field j ” thence in a straight Line and 
South-westerly direction to the Point on the Cashel Road, opposite the South- 
west Angle (9) of the Watering “ Pond” or River Creek on the Road side, 
near John Burn’s House; thence along a Bank and dry Wall running South- 
westerly from John Burn’s House for about One hundred and five Yards to 
the top of “ Kircum Burbush ” Hill (10), where it is met by another Bank and 
dry Stone Wall running North-west ; thence continuing in the former South- 
west direction along Bank for about Forty-four Y^ards (11) where Bank turns 
to the South-eastward; thence, South-easterly, along Bank for about Seventy 
Yards, where it is met by a Bank running to the South-west (12) ; thence. 
South-westerly, along Bank till it reaches an old Pier (13) within a few feet 
of the East side of “ Red City” Road, about One hundred and seventy 
Yards North-westerly of the Point where said Road joins the old Clonmel 
Road ; thence in a straight Line and Southerly direction to the centre of the 
East Arch of Gaveuch Bridge on the old Clonmel Road ; thence along the 
Garench Rivulet till it falls into theGlashall (14) ; thence along the Glashall 
Stream to the Point (15) near Cramp’s Bridge, where it unites with the 
Saussestown Stream ; thence to the centre of the Eastern Arch of Cramp s 
Bridge (16); thence in a straight Line to tiie Point first described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary and 
Division into Wards of the Borough of Galway. 



THE Borough of Galway is a County of itself, and consists of the Town and Ancient Limits. 
a portion of the adjoining country, called the Liberties, which extend about four 
miles in every direction (except towards the Bay) round the Town. 

The Town of Galway is situated at the mouth of the River of Galway, which Description of 
flows from Lough Corrib into Galway Bay. It is built upon both Banks of the the Town. 
River, and upon three small Islands connected with them by several Bridges, but 
the principal part of the To-wn is upon the left Bank. Extensive Storehouses and 
Mills, &c. have recently been erected, and the Town is considered in a state of 
improvement. The completion of the new Do'cks and Quays now constructing, 
will considerably increase its commercial advantages. ’ 

The Population of the County of the Town in 1831 is stated to have amounted Population, 
to 33^20. 

A Grand Jury Cess is levied on the County of the Town, and applotted by Rates, 
a Jury of twelve, on an estimate of the annual value of the Houses and Lands. 

Half the sums presented are applotted on the Town, and half on the rest of the 
County of the Town. The amount of the presentments at the Spring Assizes, 

1835, was 2,723/. 05 . 1 and that at the Summer Assizes, 2,921 /. 05. 

The suras presented are for re-paying instalments of monies advanced by Govern- 
ment for public works, &c., and for defraying the expenses of the Gaol, Con- 
stabulary, Roads, and other public purposes. The Town is neither lighted nor 
watched ; the Streets are partially paved, but not kept in good repair. 

I recommend the following Division into Wards of the Parliamentary Boundaries of 
Borough Wards. 

No. 1 . — ClADDAGH Ward. Plan, No. 1.) 

From the Point at which the Mountain Road by Rahoon and Fort Eyre claddagh Ward, 
cuts the Municipal Boundary, Eastward, along the said Road, West Street 
or Road, Henry Street, Upper Dominick Street, Dominick Street, West 
Bridge, Bridge Street, Cross Street Upper, Cross Street Lower, that part of 
Back Street, commonly called Flood Street, to the face of the Ship or Market 
Quay ; thence, iu a right Line, across the River of Galway to the Head of the 
Pier forming the Northern §ide of the Fishing Boats Harbour; thence along 
the Sea-shore till it is met by the Municipal Boundary ; thence, Northward, 
along the Municipal Boundary to the Point first described. 

No. 2. — Gaol AVard. 

From the Point at which the Mountain Road by Rahoon and Fort Eyre Gaol Ward, 
cuts the Municipal Boundary, Eastward, along the said Road, West Street . 
or Road, Henry Street, Upper Dominick Street, Dominick Street, West 
Bridge, Bridge Street, Lombard Street, the Lane from Nicholas Church to 
the Bowling Green, the Bowling Green, Mary Street, the Street leading 
down the centre of Newtown Smyth, the Road on the South side of the 
County Court House, the New Bridge, the Road on the North side of the 
Gaol, the Beggar’s Bridge, the new Cross Road leading from the Beggar’s 
Bridge, to the Oughterard Road, and the Oughterard Road to the Municipal 
Boundary; thence, Southward, along the Municipal Boundary to the Point 
first described.

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3. — Newtown Smyth Ward. 

From the Point at which the Oughterard Road cuts the Municipal Boun- 
dary, Eastward, along the said Road to the new Cross Road from the 
Oughterard Road, to the Beggar’s Bridge ; thence along the said New Cross 
Road, the Besgar’s Bridge, the Road on the North side of the County Gaol, 
the New Bridge, the Road on the South side of the County Court House’, 
the Street leading down the centre of Newtown Smyth, Mary Street, the 
Bowling Green, the Lane from the Bowling Green to Nicholas’ Church, 
Lombard Street, Upper Cross Street, High Street, Shop Street, William 
Street, the North side of Eyre or Meyrick Square, Bobermore Road, Tuam 
Road, as far as the Village of Castlegar, Minlougli Road, as far as the Point 
at which the Road to the Village of Angliham leaves it; thence along the 
said Road to the Village of An.iiliham, and a right Line in prolongation 
thereof to the Shore of Lough Corrib, which is also the Municipal Boun- 
dary; thence. Westward, along the Municipal Boundary to the Point first 
described. 

No. 4. — College Ward. 

From the Point at which a right Line in prolongation of the Road to the 
Village of Angliham would cut the Municipal Boundary on the Shore of 
Lough Corrib, Southward along such right Line, the Road to the Village 
of Angliham, the Minlough Road to the Village of Castlegar, the Tuam 
Road, Bohermore Road, the North side of Eyre or Meyrick Square, William 
Street, Shop Street, High Street, Lower Cross Street, Back Street, the short 
Street leading from Back Street to the Merchant’s Road, commonly called 
the Hole-in-the-Wall, the Merchant's Road,' the South side of Eyre or 
Meyrick Square, the College Road, and the Road to Monisea (leading 
between the Villages of Ballybane and Ballybrit), to the Municipal Boundary; 
thence, Northward, along the Municipal Boundary to the Point first 
described. 

No. 5. — Mkuchant’s Ward. 

From the Point at which the Road to Monivea, running between the 
Villages of Ballybane and Ballybrit, cuts the Municipal Boundary, Westward 
along the said lload, the College Road, the South side of Eyre or Meyrick 
Square, the Merchant’s Road, the short Street leading from the Merchant’s 
Road to Back Street, commonly called the Uole-in-tlie-Wall, Back Street, 
that part of Back Street commonly called Flood Street, to the face of the 
Ship or Market Quay; thence along the Sea-shore to the Municipal Boun. 
dary ; thence, Northward, along the Municipal Boundary to the Point first 
described. 



With reference to the second paragraph of the Instructions, dated 12th April 
last, in case a more restricted Boundary should be at any time contemplated, I 
propose the following as embracing the whole Town, and an area sufficiently large 
for any probable extension ; — 



From the South-eastern Angle of the House (1) called Bellmouat(now 
the property of William Kelly, Esq.), on the Eastern Side of the Oughterard 
Road, Eastward, in a straight Line to the- Point (2) on the Southern Shore of 
Turlough, at which a Lane leaves such Shore, and meets the Bohermore 
Road at about Six hundred and eighty Yards North-eastward of the Enhance 
Gate of the County Infirmary; thence along the said Lane to its Point( 3 ) 
of Junction with the Bohermore Road; thence, Southward, in a str^ht 
Line to the South-eastern Angle of the College (4) on the Northern Side of 
the College Road ; thence, Southw’ard, in a straight Line in the direction oi 
the Edge of the steep Cliff which forms the Western Shore of Hare Island, 
to the Point (5) at which such straight Line meets the Northern Shore 0 
Lough Athalia; thence, South-westward, in a straight Line to the Eastern 
Point of the new Pier, called “ Slate Pier” (C); thence, Westward, amng 
the Shore of Galway Bay, to the Point (7) at which it is intersected by a 
Line from the Light-house in Mutton Island, to the Tower of the House 
called “ Fort Eyre,” (now in the occupation of the Reverend Edward 
Maunsell); thence, North-westward, along such Line to » 
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hundred and five Yards North-westward from the Northern Side Wall of the 
Road to the Village of Boherard; thence, North-eastward, in a straight Line 

to the Point (i) first described. 

The following are the Boundaries of the Three Wards, into which I consider 
this restricted district may be best divided ; and I propose that the Three Wards 
shall be denominated respectively, the West, the North and the Southwards:— 

No. 1 . — West Ward. 

Prom the Point at which Lough Corrib cuts the Municipal Boundary, 
Southward, down the centre of the Lough to the New Bridge; thence, 
down the centre of the River of Galway to the West Bridge; thence, in a right 
Line to the Head of the Pier, forming the Northern side of the Fishing Boats 
Harbour ; thence alonf;; the Bank of the River of Galway to the Head of the 
Slate Pier j thence. Westward, along the Municipal Boundary to the Point 
first described. 

No. 2 . — North Ward. 

From the Point at which Lough Corrib cuts the Municipal Boundary, 
Southward, down the centre of the Lough to the New Bridge ; thence, down 
the centre of the River of Galway to the West Bridge ; thence, Eastward, 
along the West Bridge, Bridge Street, the Main Guard, Shop Street, William 
Street, the North side of Eyre, or Meyrick Square and Bohermore Road, to 
the Municipal Boundary; thence, Northward, along the Municipal Boundary 
to the Point first described. 

No. 3 . — South Warp. 

From the Point at which the Bohermore Road cuts the Municipal Boundary, 
Westward, along the Bohermore Road, the North side of Eyie, or Meyrick 
Square, William Street, Shop Street, the Main Guard and Bridge Street; 
thence, South-eastward, along the Bank of the River of Galway and the Sea- 
shore, to the Municipal Boundary; thence, Northward, along the Municipal 
Boundary to the Point first described.

THE ancient Limits of the Borough of Gorey extend one mile from the 
Market House in every direction. 

The Town of Gorey is situated in the County of Wexford, about 58 statute 
miles South of Dublin. It is neither a commercial nor a manufacturing Town. 

The Population of Gorey in 1831 amounted to 3,044. The supposition is 
that it has not increased since that period. 



The following is the Boundary I propose : — 

From the Point (1) on the West of the Town where the old Carew Road 
is met by a Lane from the South,, about Four hundred and Fifty Yards from 
the Market House, to (2) Malillia Cottage, belonging to Mr. Richards; 
thence in a straight Line to (3) Rose Cottage, Mr. Owen’s ; thence in a 
straight Line to (4) Millmount, Captain Owen’s ; thence to (5) where the 
South Corner of the Wall of Mr. Richards’s Brewery joins the ICillane 
Road ; thence in a straight Line to (6) the Clonattin School House on the 
old Road to Dublin ; thence, in a straight Line, to {7) the Deanery ; thence 
in a straight Line to (8) Clonattin Bridge, on the Limerick Road; thence 
in a straight Line to (g) where the old and new Entrances into the Ramsfort 
Domain meet the Rackets Town Road ; thence in a straight Line to the Point 
first described.

NO Corporation ever existed at Granard. It was formerly a Borough, but lost Ancient Limits. 
its elective franchise at the Union. 

Granard is a Market and Post Town of Longford, situated upon the Road from Desceittion or 
Lonoford to Cavan. It is a place of little importance, and presents no appear- the Town. 
ance of improvement. 

The Population amounted, by the Abstract of 1831, to 2,069, and consists population, 
chiefly of the poorer class. 

No Local Rates. Rates. 

I propose the following Municipal Boundary, which will embrace all that can 
he considered the Town of Granard : — 

From the Mote of Granard (1) situated on a commanding Hill at the Proposed 
Western Extremity of the principal Street, in a Western direction, by a Boundary. 
straight Line to the Point (2) in the Road leading to the Roman Catholic 
Chapel, from whence a Lane leads into the Lovi’er Road from Longford ; 
thence along the said Lane, passing the School-house and Glebe to the 
Longford Road, at the Point (3) where the Road from Bonlaghy enters it 5 
thence in a straight Line, North-easterly, to the Northern and highest Point 
of a remarkable Knoll, called “ The Rocks,” about One hundred Yards 
Eastward of the Road from Scraby ; thence in a straight Line in a South- 
easterly direction to the square Boundary Stone (5) marked with a Broad 
Arrow on each face, near the North-eastern Angle of the Barrack Wal ; 
thence in a straight Line to the North-west Angle of the Garden Wall, 
belonging to Mr. Faulkner (6) ; thence in an Easterly dirfction along the 
said Garden Wall, and in a straight Line, to the Fork of the Roads leading to 
Cavan and Dublin (7) ; thence in a straight Line, South-westerly, to a House 
belonging to, and now in the occupation of. a man named Stratford, in the 
Road from Street, about One hundred and Fifty Yards South of the Point 
at which the Edgeworthstown Road enters it (8) 3 thence in a straight Line to 
the Point tirst described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Kells. 



THE ancient Limits extend generally about a mile in ever^ direction, and are Akcient Limits. 
laid down as accurately as they can be ascertained. 

The Borough of Kells is situated in East Meath, and is of great antiquity ; it Descriptiok ot 
was formerly surrounded by Walls, flanked by Towers ; one Tower and a small Town. 
portion of the Wall is all that now remains. 

The ancient Limits of the Borough extending to the River Blackwater, Kells 
has been described as situated on that River, but no part of the Town is within 
a quarter of a mile of its Banks, nor has it any water communication nearer than 
the Canal at Navan. There is only one manufactory here ; it is for lace, and gives 
employment to upwards of too women and children. 

There is no Local Cess, nor is the Town either lighted or watched. Local Rates. 

The County Cess varies : that for the last half-year was i^. 'jd. per acre. County Rates. 

The Population in 1831 was 4,320; and it does not appear to have increased Population, 
much since that period. 

There are about 690 Houses, about 250 of which are of the annual rental of Houses. - 
5/. and upwards. 

I propose the following Boundary : — 

From the Point (1) on the Cavan Road, One hundred and thirty-eight PRorosKo 
Yards from the Corner House on the Circular Road, in a straight Line in Uoundauy. 
a South-westerly direction to the Road leading to Oldcastle, at the Point of 
Intersection with a Line drawn from the South End of the Fever Hospital to 
St. Columb’s Well (2) 5 thence in a straight Line to the old Tower (3) being 
part of the old Town Walls; thence in a straight Line to the West End of the 
Stables of Mr. Rothwell’s House (4); thence in a straight Line to the 
Mullingar Road, One hundred Yards South of the Point of Junction of this 
Road with that from Athboy (5) ; thence across to the Road from Athboy to 
a Point equidistant with the last Point from the said Point of Junction (6); 
thence in a straight Line to the Bridge over the Brook at the South End of 
Suffolk Street (7) ; thence in a straight Line to the Point (8) on the Brook 
in rear of the Breweiw, where it turns to the North, and forms the Boundary 
between the Roman Catholic Chapel and Brewery; thence in a straight Line 
to the South-eastern Corner of the Fence of Lady Headford’s School, on the 
Road to Dublin (9) ; thence along the Eastern Boundary Fence of the School 
to the Road to Drogheda (10) ; thence to the Brook where it turns to the 
Northward (n); thence in a straight Line to the North-west Corner of 
the Grave Yard, adjoining the Pound (12) ; thence in a straight Line to the 
Road from Kingscourt, where it branches into two, and forms Maudlin 
Street and Pitcher Lane, opposite the Archdeabonry Gate (13)5^ thence up 
Pitcher Lane to the Point where the Farm House, called Aughey s, and the 
Lane leading from it, called Aughey’s Lane, at its junction with Maudhu 
Street, are in one Line (14) ; thence to the Point first described. 

The Population within the proposed Limits will amount to about 4,300.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary and 
Division into Wards of the City of Kilkenny. 



THE Limits of the County of the City of Kilkenny are very extensive ; and 
comprise the four Parishes of St. John, St. Patrick, St. Mary and St. Canice. 

The City of Kilkenny formerly possessed a very considerable and flourishing 
manufacture of Woollens, which of late years has almost entirely declined ; the 
little that is now done being in few hands, and not giving employment to more 
than 300 people. There is a considerable trade in provisions, bacon, butter and 
flour, and also in starch. No increase has taken place by building for many 
years, nor is there any present prospect of it. 

In 1831, the Population of the City and Liberties was 23,741. 

The amount of the Assessment by the Grand Jury of the County of the City 
during the last year, was 3,556/. 176-. 2 Jrf., of which 1,396/. i8^. 2\d. was 
assessed on the houses in the City, and the remainder on lands. 

There are no Taxes for Municipal purposes, such as lighting, paving, &c. ; 
these being paid from the funds of the Corporation. 



I propose the following Division of the County of the City of Kilkenny into 
Three Wards: —

From the Point where the New Castlecomer Road meets the Northern 
Boundary of the County of the City, East, along the said Boundary to 
Bennet’s Bridge Road ; West, along the said Road to the Southern Boun- 
dary of Mr. Scott’s Garden ; East, along the said Boundary of Mr. Scott’s 
Garden and of Switzer’s Hospital Garden to the Lane leading from Bennet’s

I recommend that Six Councillors should be allowed to each Ward. 



In the event of a more restricted Boundary being desired, I recommend the 
following, as- embracing the whole City, and sufficient space for any future exten- 
sion : — 

From the Point (i) South-west of the City, where the Brega River crosses 
the Road to Clonmel, following the course of the River, Northerly, to the 
Point (2) where the River makes a sudden turn to the Eastward, and where 
the Mill Stream from a ruined Factory West of the River meets the River 
Brega; thence in a straight Line to the Point (3) on the Bonnetstown Road, 
where a Bye Road leading to “ Lousy Bush,” leaves the Bonnetstown Road ; 
thence in a straight Line to the Point (4) at the South End of a Farm House 
on the Western Road to Freshford, belonging to Mr. Purcell, and occupied 
by Michael M*Donell ; thence in a straight Line across the main Road to 
Freshford, and across the River Nore to the Point (5) where the Road to 
Ballyragget along the River leaves the old Road to. Castlecomer, and just 
North of the Police Station at Mount Brilliant ; thence following the old 
Road to Castlecomer to the Point (6) where it joins the New Road leading 
from the Barracks, at a new House belonging to Mr. Nowlan; thence in a 
straight Line to the Point (7) at the North-east Corner of the Barrack Enclo- 
sure, and following the back or Eastern Wall of the Barracks, to the South- 
eastern Corner thereof, on the Road to John’s Well, at the Point (8); thence 
in a straight Line across the Clara Road and across Williams’s Lane to 
a remarkable Building on a Hill, East of the City, belonging to Mr. Purcell, 
called the Gazebo (9); thence in a straight Line across the River Nore to the 
Point(io) atthe South-eastern Comer of Mr. Scott’s Garden on the Road to 
Bennet’s Bridge; thence, following the Southern Enclosure of the said Garden, 
and of the adjoining Garden of Switser’s Asylum, to the Point (11) where it 
meets a Lane leading from the Bennet’s Bridge Road to the Waterford Road ; 
thence following the said Lane to the Point (1 2) where it joins the Waterford 
Road; thence in a straight Line to the Point (13) at the South-western 
Corner of the Enclosure of the Flouse of Correction ; thence, following the 
Western side of the Enclosure Wall to the Point (14) where, if produced, it 
would meet the Road to Kells; thence, Westerly, along the Road to Kells, 
to the Point (15) where a Quarry on the North side of the Road Joins the 
said Road, and about One hundred Yards from the Point (14) ; thence turn- 
ing Northerly along a Stone Wall, about Ninety Yards, to the Point (16) 
where the said Stone Wall meets a Lane called Waters’s Lane, leading froro 
Upper Patrick Street towards Mr. Robertson’s House, called “ Rose Hill; 
thence along the said Lane, Westerly, to the Point (17) where it crosses the 
River Brega, South of Rose Hill ; thence along the Brega to the Point first 
described. 

The Population within these Limits will be from 16,000 to 17,000. 

The Wards into which the restricted district may be best divided, in my opinion, 
are as follows : — 

1st. By a Line drawn from the Bridge, where the Brega River crosses the 
Castle Blunden Road, Easterly, down Upper Walkins Street and Lower 
Walkins Street, to its intersection with High Street ; thence, Southerly, along 
High Street to its junction with Patrick Street; thence, Easterly, down Rose 
Inn Street to the Centre of St. John’s Bridge, and along the Centre of the 
River Nore, Northerly, till it intersects the City Boundary ; thence, follow-

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Kinsale. 



THE ancient Limits of the Borough of Kinsale are very extensive, comprising 
a large Agricultural District of upwards of 1 1,000 acres, and 68 Townlands. 

The Town of Kinsale is situated on the River Bandon, about four miles from 
the Sea ; the River forms a commodious and safe Harbour for vessels of con- 
siderable burden, which can come close up to the Town. There is, however, 
but little Trade carried on, and the Town does not appear to be in a flourishing 
state. A large portion of the poorer part of the Population obtain a livelihood by 
fishing. 

The Population of Kinsale in 1831 was 7,312. 

The amount of the County Rate presented last year by the Grand Jury for the 
Town and Liberties of Kinsale, was 1,137/. s. \ id. Of which sum one-third 
was assessed on the Town, being about \ s. \ d. in the pound on the rental. 

The Local Rates paid last year were, Ministers’ money, about 70 1 . ; foundling 
cess, 65 1 . 14^. 5 d.y and 25 /. for the salary of the Vestry Clerk, Engine Keeper, 
repairs to Fire Engine, &c. 

The following is the description of the Proposed Boundary, which is co- 
extensive with the Parliamentary Boundary. 

From the Point (1) on the North-east of the Town, at which the new 
Cork Road crosses the old Cork Road on Camp Hill*, in a straight Line, to 
the Northern Extremity of Mr, Hurley's Stables; thence in a straight Line 
to the Point (3) at which the Road to Bandon River leaves the Road to 
Bandon; thence in a straight Line to the Point (4) at which the Blindgate 
Road meets the Compass Hill Road; thence in a straight Line over Com- 
pass Hill to the Westernmost House at the Place called the “ World’s End,” 
(5)t{and passing in the same direction to the centre of the River Bandon; 
thence following the middle of the River to the Point at which it would be 
intersected by a Line drawn in the direction of the first Bank which runs up 
the Hill East of and beyond the Village of Scilly ;) thence to the Point (6) 
at which the Coast is met by the said Bank; thence, along the said Bank, 
to the Point (7) at which the same meets the Road from Scilly to Charles 
Fort; thence in a straight Line to the Point (8) on the Harbour Hill Road, 
which is distant One hundred and Eighty Yards (measured along the Har- 
bour Hill Road) to the East of the Barrack Wail ; thence in a straight Line 
to the Point first described.

THE ancient Limits of the County of the City are said to contain 26000 
Statute acres. ’ 



The Census of 1 83 1 states the Population of the County of the City of Limerick 
at 66,554. 

The Old Town, the New Town, and the Liberties of Limerick, which together 
form the County of the City, are most distinct in their general character, as well 
as in the nature of their wants. 

The Old Town is one vast mass of dilapidation, filth and misery, which 
nothing but general employment of the people throughout the country can correct; 
because the unemployed poor are attracted to the large crumbling City, where they 
can find, at a cheap rate, something like a roof to cover them. 

The New Town is in a most rapidly advancing state. Its chief want as a 
maritime commercial Town is about to be supplied. At low water the strand at 
the Quays is laid bare, and the shipping now suffer all the injurious consequences 
of being left aground by every ebb tide. An admirable project for a Wear has 
been proposed. This when constructed will have the effect of giving a constant 
depth of from 1 6 to 23 feet for a considerable distance above the Wear. 

The Liberties contain a very poor agricultural Population, occupying a large 
extent of surface round the Town. They require to be exempted from a most 
oppressive degree of taxation to which they are at present exposed. 

These three very different compoiient parts form the County of the City of 
Limerick, and are under the immediate management of two Corporations. The 
one is the great Municipal Body. The other is the body called St, Michael’s 
Commissioners. 



The result of the system is that the poor agriculturists are taxed enormously to 
supply things which they never enjoy. The rich citizens are taxed lightly to 
supply things that they always enjoy. 



The poor distant countryman pays more than six times the rate of the tax paid 
by the rich citizen (on a fair relative comparison) in order to support City luxuries, 
City Corporations and general City establishments. 



The following is a comparative view of three grades of taxation in this 
vicinity:— 



1. The average yearly Rates of Agriculturists of the County of 
Limerick at large, who are not under the jurisdiction of the 
City Corporation, amount to, per acre - - - - - 

a. The average yearly Rates paid by the inhabitants of St. 

Michael’s, the rich New Town of Limerick, per pound rent - 
3. The poor Agriculturists of the Liberties, who are under tlie 
jurisdiction and taxation of the great Corporate Body, pay

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The inhabitants of the New Town profess to be paying 2 5. 3 in the pound 
for a portion of their property, rateable dwelling-houses. Warehouses are rated 
at in the pound ; but the valuation of rent upon which these rates are levied 
is only estimated at two-thirds of the actual value or amount of rent.

The total amount of rates levied in the New Town for the year ending 
March 1836 was 3,371, which gives a fraction less than i s. i^d. in the pound 
upon the fairly estimated rents. 

The annual amount levied upon the Rural District or Liberties £. s. d. 

for the City Treasury is about ------ 5,500 - - 

Suppose this last sum added to the - - - - 3,371 - -

and suppose it all to be necessary for the City expenditure ; suppose, also, that it 
be all levied upon tbe New Town citizens, who enjoy the advantages it produces; 
still the rate to them would be under pound, or less than one-half 

the rate now charged to the indigent remote agriculturists, for objects in which 
the latter are so little concerned. 

These poor people feel the present system to be a very serious injustice and a 
grievance. 

It is proposed that Limerick should be divided into Five Wards, each Ward to 
have the power of electing Six Councillors. The names of the Wards to be as 
follow : — 

1. Thomond Bridge Ward. 

2. Patrick Street Ward. 

3. William Street Ward. 

4. Glentworth Street Ward. 

5. Richmond I*lace Ward. 

Tkmond Bridge Ward to contain the whole of the North Liberties situated 
in the County of Clare, and the whole of the King’s Island upon which 
English Town is situated. 

Patrick Sired Ward bounded on tbe North and West by the River 
Shannon and the Salmon Weir River ; on the East by tbe Eastern Parliamen- 
tary Boundary, extending from the Shannon River to the Mulcair River j and on 
the South by a Line drawn from the Shannon, passing Easterly, through the 
Angle formed by the meeting of Archer’s Quay and Honan’s Quay ; thro^J • 
Denmark Street, Robert Street, Corn Market Row, Play House Street; 
through Cornwallis Street; East through John’s Square to Johns bate; 
Easterly along John’s Gate and Penny Well Road till it reaches the Dublin 
Road at the Eastern Extremity of Clave Streetj thence, Eastwly, along 
Dublin Road till it reaches Annacotti Bridge on the Mulcair River; ’ 
Southward, up tbe Course of the Mulcair River till it reaches the Eastern ra - 
liamentary Boundary. 

William Street JVardiz bounded on tbe North and East 
River and Patrick Street Ward; upon the West by a Line going oou j 
from tbe Shannon through Shannon Street, Roche’s Street; East ^ e 
Cornwallis Street, till it crosses Upper William Street ; South along PP 
William Street, Newtown Mahon and the present Cork Mail jjiat 

it crosses the Parliamentary Boundary; on the South it is bounded 
portion of the South Parliamentary Boundary extending from the Cor 
Coach Road to the Mulcair River.

Glentworth Street Ward is bounded on tbe North by the Shannon River, 
on the East by William Street Ward, on the West by a Line going Southerly 
from the Shannon along Mallow Street, till it reaches Bohirboy ; thence, West, 
along the Bohirboy and Kerry Road to the Raheen Chapel Cross Road, about 
Two Miles from the Town ; thence, South-easterly, along the RaheenCross Road 
till it reaches the Road between Roxborough and Friars’ Town ; thence South 
along the Friars Town Road till it crosses the Parliamentary Boundary; on 
the South it is bounded by that portion of the Southern Parliamentary Boun- 
dary lying between the above-named Friars’ Town Road and the present Cork 
Mail Coach Road. 



Bichmond Place Ward is bounded on the North by the River Shannon, on 
the East by Glentworth Street Ward, and on the West and South by the 
West and South portion of the Parliamentary Boundary, extending from the 
Shannon to where the Roxborough and Friars’ Town Road crosses the Par- 
liamentary Boundary. 



With reference to the second paragraph of the Instructions dated 12th April last, 
in case a more restricted Boundary should be at any time contemplated, I recommend 
the following : — 



From the Point (1) at the North of King’s Island, where the Salmon Weir Proiosed hew 
River flows from the Shannon, along the said Salmon Weir River till it Boukdabv. 
reaches (2) the Point where the Canal joins the said River; thence in a 
direction Easterly along the Canal for about half a mile to (3) the Centre of 
Park Bridge, which crosses the Canal ; thence in a straight Line to the 
Centre of the Cupola (4) upon the Top of the Lunatic Asylum ; thence in a 
straight Line and South-westerly direction to the Point (5) in the Roxborough 
Road where it is met by Wilmont Lane ; thence along Wilmont Lane to the 
West Pier of a Gate (6) belonging to Mr. Maloney on North Side of said 
Lane, and nearly opposite to Wilmont Villa ; thence in a straight Line and 
North-westerly direction across Mr. Maloney’s Field and two other Fields till 
it reaches the Extremity of a small Lane (7) ; thence continuing along 
said Lane, past the Limestone Quarry of William Hargan, until it reaches 
Bohirboy Road (8); thence. Westerly, along Bohirboy till it reaches 
Hore’s Street (9) ; thence, Nroth-westerly, along Hore’s Street to the South 
Circular Road (10) ; thence, North-easterly, about Twenty-three Yards 
along the Circular Road to where Court Brack Avenue leads off North- 
westerly (11); thence, North-westerly, along Court Brack Avenue till it 
reaches Harvey’s Quay, situated at the End of said Avenue (12); thence in 
a straight Line across the Shannon to Barrington’s Quay (13) upon the Clare 
Side, near the old Ruins of Kilrush Church ; thence about. Two hundred 
Yards, North-easterly, along Barrington’s Quay to the North Circular Road 
(14) ; thence, North-westerly, and following the direction of the Circular 
Road to (15) where it meets the Shelbourne and Farrenshowen Roads ; thence 
along the Farrenshowen Road to (16) where it crosses the New Ennis Mail 
Coach Road, at nearly half a mile from Wellesley Bridge ; thence continuing

Glentworth Street Ward i% bounded on the North-west by the Shannon, 
North-east and East by Patrick Street Ward and John Street Ward above 
described, the remainder of its Boundary being formed by a Line through 
the Centre of Mallow Street ; thence in a Westerly direction through a small 
portion of Bohirboy till it meets Carey’s Road ; thence along Carey’s Road 
till it meets the John Street Ward Boundary in the Roxborough Road.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Lisburn. 



THE ancient Limits of this Borough are nearly co-extensive with those esta- 
blished by the Boundary Act, 2 & 3 Will IV. c. 89, as its Boundaries in respect to 
Members to serve in Parliament ; a small portion of the County of Down has 
been included by that Act within the Limits. 

The Borough of Lisburn, or Lisnegarvie, is situated in the Parish of Lisburn, or 
Blaris, and Barony of Upper Massereene and County of Antrim. The Lagan River, 
on which the Town is situated, runs into the head of Belfast Lough, and divides 
• the County of Antrim from that of Down ; it also separates the small Suburb from 
Lisburn, which is now included in the Parliamentary Borough. Damask cloth, 
muslin and linen are manufactured at Lisburn. 3 

The Population of the Borough of Lisburn is stated, in the Census of 1831, 
to amount to 5,745. 

The proportion of the County Cess, exclusive of the part of the Parliamentary 
Borough on the opposite side of the River, for the year 1835, amounted to 
299/. 8 a 

The Church Rates for the same period amounted to 100/. 8 j. 

The following Boundary is proposed as embracing the whole of the Town of 
Lisburn, and an area sufficiently large for any probable extension : — 

Commences to the Eastward of the Town on the Downshire Side of the 
River Lagan, at a Point (1) about Four hundred and eighty Yards Eastward 
from the Bridge where the “ New Bridge End Road ” joins the Old Bridge 
End Road,” near Cromwell’s Highway ; thence, in a Northerly direction, and 
straight Line across the Lagan River to the South-east Angle of Mr. James

thence, Westerly, in a straight Line to the North-east Angle (5) of a small 
Building on the West Side of Antrim Lane, which Building was erected for 
a Cholera Hospital, but is now occupied as a private Residence; thence in 
a straight Line and South-westerly direction to the North-west Angle (6) of a 
conspicuous House which is the permanent Residence of the Roman Catholic 
Clergyman (this House is situated North of Long Stone Street and East of Ma- 
gennis Lane) ; thence, Westerly, in a straight Line to a Point (7) in Laverty’s 
Lane (North) taken Eighty Yards North from the Place where said Lane meets 
the Western Extremity of Long Stone Street; thence, South for Eighty 
Yards along North Laverty’s Lane to (8) where it meets Long Stone Street;

and North-easterly direction across the River Lagan to the Point (1) first 
described.

according to the present Charter of Londonderry, granted by Charles the ascibki Limih. 
Second, in the fourteenth year of his. reign, the extent of the “ City and Liber- 
ties ” is defined to be within, and by the space and circuit of, three Irish miles, 
to be measured and limited from the middle of the said City of Derry on each 
and every side of the said City. This circular Boundary assigned by Charter 
has not, however, been adhered to ; and the jurisdiction of the Corporation at 
present extends over the whole Parish of Templemore on the West Shore of the 
River Foyle, and over a large portion of the Parish of Clondermot on the East 
Shore of the same River. 

The City of Londonderry is advantageously and beautifully situated on the situation and 
West Shore of the River Foyle at a distance of 19 miles from the Sea; vessels of Description of the 
a so tons can approach the City, and the River continues navigable for barges of Topn. 
a light draught of water 17 miles above the City to Castle Fin on one branch, 
and to Strabaneon another, so that besides being the capital of the Comity, 
it is also, from its favourable situation, the principal mart and commercial Capital 
of the adjoining Counties of Donegal and Tyrone. 

The foreign trade has remained nearly stationary during the last ten years ; but commerce, 
the home or coasting trade has much augmented in the same time ; in the year 
1 826 there entered inwards 32,632 tons, and outwards 20,498 ; and m 1834 there 
entered inwards 63,726 tons, and outwards 62,502 tons. Much of this improve- 
ment must be ascribed to the introduction of steam-boats, and the establishment ot 
two regular lines to Glasgow and Liverpool, affording a ready and constant outlet 
for agricultural produce, and stimulating increased production in an emmeiit degree, 
particularly that of flax and wheat. Not many years ago wheat was imported 
for home consumption, and nowit is exported in considerable quantities; and 
during the year 1835, besides butter and other articles of farm produce, eggs 
alone were exported to the value of 70,000!. In the year 182. the Revenue of 
the Post-office amounted to 2,490/., and in 1835 to 4,047/.; a strong indication 
of the improving commerce, and prospering state ol the city. 

The enumeration of the City and Suburbs, hitherto so called, has been conM 
to the Island of Derry, and exclusive of two other Suburbs called Edenballymore 
and the Waterside. The enumeration of these last having been mixed up wit 
that of the Townland in which they are situated, I have only been able t» 
a near estimate with respect to them; but the entire Population, for the year 1831, 
may be stated as follows : —

The Assessments raised in the City of Derry are, viz. the Lightin2 Ce. 
(raised under a Local Act), the Pipe Water Tax (under a different local Act) th^ 
County Rate, and the Parish Rate. The Li^hdnj? Cess is raised for the purpose 
of lighting with gas, watching and deansing the City, and the amount required is 
applotted on a sworn valuation made of the Houses in the District to which the 
Lights, &c., are extended, about ii3i/. in the Pound. 

In 1835 the County Rate was about i^. Gd. in the Pound on the real value. 

The City and Suburbs contained, in the year 1831, 2,0^3 houses, of which 
were of the yearly value of 10/. and upwards. ^ 

Under the Statute (30 Geo. 3, c. 31) the City was divided into Four Wards 
by the Corporation for the purposes of Assessments, and these continue to 
be made by Wards, although their distinct Limits seem to be but little known to 
the Inhabitants generally. In this Division into Wards, the four leading Streets 
(meeting at the Diamond) occupy the centre nearly of each Ward, and the 
separating Lines are drawn through the blocks of Buildings ; and probably 
through want of a more defined Boundaiy Line, arose the difficulty of recog. 
nizing their Limits. The Population of the several Wards, in 1831, was stated 
to me as follows : — 



1. Butcher Street Ward - - - - 1,856 Persons. 

2. Bishop Street Ward - , - - 4,050 

3. Ferry Street Ward - ■' - - 3,236 

4. Ship Quay Street Ward - - - g88 

Having been instructed to form the City into Three Wards, I recommend the 
following Divisions to be adopted, as calculated to afford au equable distribu- 
tion of population and rental, with a due regard to the compactness of the Parts. 

The Wards I propose to distinguish as follows: 1.' North Ward; 2,: Halt 
Ward; 3. South Ward. 

The Boundary of the Noi'th WaJ'd is shown by a Line proceeding from 
the Corporation Hall (in Diamond Square), North-eastward, down the 
Centre of Ship Quay Street, through Ship Quay Gate, and in continuation 
to the Wooden Quay ; thence along the Wooden Quay to the End thereof, 
and in prolongation of the Line of the Wooden Quay until the same reaches 
the middle of the Stream of the River Foyle ; thence down the said Stream, 
Northerly, upon the Parliamentary Bounds of ihc City, and conforiniDg to 
the same, until it reaches the Point where the Road from the Bishop’s Demesne 
reaches Long Moor Lane ; thence across Long Moor Lane, and South- 
eastward down the North-east Side of the Rope Walk, and in continuatioa 
of the same direction until it reaches the Centre of the St. Columb’s Wells 
Road ; thence to the left hand, North-eastward, up the Centre of said Road, 
and in continuation of the same until the Line reaches the centre of Cow Bog 
Street, opposite the Butcher Gate ; thence to the right hand, South-east, 
through the Centre of Butcher Gate and Butcher's Street, until it terminates 
at the Corporation Hall. 

The Boundary of the East JV ard is shown by a Line proceeding from the 
Corporation Hall in Diamond Square, South-easterly, down the Centre ofFeny 
Quay Street, until it reaches Pump Street; tlience to the right hand, South- 
westerly, up the Centre of Pump Street, until it reaches the Widow’s Row; 
thence, South-east, down the Centre of Widow’s Row, and on the Line 
thereof, until it reaches the Centre of Fountain Street; thence to the right 
hand, Westerly, along the Centre of Fountain Street, until it reaches Wapping 
Lane ; thence to the left hand, South-easterly, down the Centre of Wapping 
Lane to the End thereof, and in prolongation of the same direction until the 
Line reaches the Mid-stream of the River Foyle; ihencc, South-westerly, 
up the Mid-stream or Channel of the River until it reaches the Point opposite 
to, and in the prolongation of, the Boundary Line of the Townlands pf 

Gobnasc{;ie 
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Gobnascale and Tatnnymore; tlience in a straight Line to said Boundavv 
Line of said Townlands, which there also form the Parliamentary Bounds of 
the City ; thence along and conforming to the Parliamentary Boundary 
enclosing the Suburb of Waterside, until it reaches the middle of the River 
Foyle at the Point of Prolongation of the Southern Fence of the late Mr 
Bond’s Pleasure Grounds ; thence down the middle of the River Foyle until 
it reaches the Point of Prolongation of the Wooden Quay; thence in a 
straight Line towards said Wooden Quay, and from the Wooden Quay to 
the Corporation Hall, as already described in the Boundary of the North 
Ward. 

The Boundary of the South Ward is shown by a Line proceeding from the 3d. South Ward. 
Corporation Hall to the middle of the River Foyle, at the Point of Prolon- 
gation of the direction of Wapping Lane, as already described in the 
Boundary of the East Ward ,* thence to the South-west, up the middle of the 
River Foyle, until it arrives at the Point where it meets the prolongation of 
the Gallows Brook, or Mary Blue’s Burn ; thence, Northward, upon said 
prolongation of the Brook or Burn, which forms also the Parliamentary 
Boundary of tlie City ; thence along and in conformity of said Parliamentary 
Boundary until it reaches the Gate of the Avenue leading to the Bishop’s 
Demesne from the Long Moor Lane, and from said Gate to the Corporation 
Hall, as shown in the Boundary of the North Ward. 

With reference to the second paragraph of the Instructions, dated 12th April 
last, in case an enlarged Boundary should be required, I recommend the annexed, 
founded on the following considerations : — 

In proposing a new Municipal Boundary for the City of Londonderry, sepa- Pkoposbd 
rating the Town and Suburbs from a District strictly rural, but leaving at the same new Boundary. 
time a reasonable space for the probable expansion of the City, I have been 
induced to recommend an extension of the Limits assigned by the Parliamentary 
Boundary ; for though the same would be quite sufficient for that, and even 
for Municipal purposes, were the City in a stationary condition, yet when its rapidly 
improving and extending case is considered, I feel I shall hardly do justice to its 
rising interests and wants without making provision for the same in the space to be 
assigned to the Municipal Jurisdiction. 

From (Point i) a stout Masonry Pillar, North Side of Gateway at Black 
Bush Cottage, on West Side of the Road to Fahan, Eastward, by a straight 
Line to (Point 2) the West End of the Brick Wall ' forming a Part of the 
North Boundary of the Premises of the Free Grammar School or Foyle 
Academy ; thence, Easterly, along the above-mentioned Brick Wall to its 
Eastern Termination (3) at the High Road on the Bank of the River Foyle ; 
thence, Eastward, in a straight Line in continuation of the Line of the Brick 
Wall last mentioned, until the same arrives at the Point (4), being its Inter- 
section of the ordinary Low Water Mark on the East Shore of the River 
Foyle ; thence, Southward, along the Line of the ordinary Low Water Mark 
, until such Line is terminated at (5), by the Prolongation Westward of the 
Line of the South Boundary Fence of the Pleasure Grounds of the late Wm. 

Bond, Esq.; thence, Eastward, along the Line of the above-mentioned 
Boundary Fence of Pleasure Grounds, until it arrives at (6) its Point of 
Intersection with the East Side of the Road to Newtown-Limavady ; thence, 

South-easterly, in a straight Line to (7) a stout Masonry Pillar, West Side or 
a Gateway on the South side of the Dungiven Road, about Fifty Yards East 
of Newtown-Limavady Road; thence, Southerly, in a straight Line to a Point 
on the Clondermot Road (8), where the North Boundary Fence of the Tannery 
Premises of Mr. William M‘Carter terminates; thence, South-westerly, in a 
straight Line to the Point (9) on the Road to Dunymanagb, distant Two 
hundred and fifty Feet from its Point of Junction with the Old Strabane 
Road; thence. Westerly, in a straight Line to the Point (10) on the Old 
Strabane Road, where a Lane departs Southerly to the Fields; thence,

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Westerly, along the Old Strabane Road to Point (n), the Soulh--westeniniost 
Gable of the Houses at Gobnascale on the North-west Side of said Old 
Strabane Road ; thence, Westerly, in a straight Line to a Point (12) in the 
Townland Boundary between Gobnascale and Tamnymore, where said Bonn- 
dary is met by a Lane from the North-east; thence, North-westerly, in 
continuation and prolongation of last-mentioned Townland Boundarv, until it

the Brick Wall forming the Western Boundary Fence of Walker's Nurseries; 
thence, North-easterly, along the Western Boundary of the Nursery Grounds 
to a Point (1 9) on the Road to Newton Cunningham, where it forms a sharp 
Ano-le ; thence, Northerly, in a straight Line to the Point (20) in the Avenue 
leading to the Deer Park at Two hundred Feet distant, Westward from the 
Entrance Gate in Long Moor Lane; thence. North-easterly, in a straight 
Line to (21) the South-west End of the Rope Walk on the Creggan Road; 
thence, North-easterly, in a straight Line to the Point (22) in the Lane 
leading Westward from the Gate at Black Bush Cottage, at One hundred 
Feet distance, Westward, of said Gate ; thence, Eastward, One hundred Feet 
along last-mentioned Lane to the Point (1) on the Fahan Road already 
described. 

The same Lines may be taken for the Division of the Wards within the altered 
Boundary. 

The Population within the proposed Municipal Boundary may be assumed to 
amount at this date to not less than 15,000 souls, and is augmenting.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of tlie 
Borough of Longford. . 



A PERSON, authorized by the Sovereign of the Town, pointed out to me the Awcieht Liwiis. 
reputed Boundaries; in many places they are very indefinite. It does' not 
appear that any are prescribed by the ancient Charter, or by what authority the 
present are assumed. 

Longford is the Assize Town of the County. It is a Borough, but does not Desckiption ov 
send a Member to Parliament. It is situated about 64 Miles North by West TneTowh. 
from Dublin, 20 North of Athlone, and 23 West of Granard. There is a very 
large Market for Grain; great quantities are exported by the Royal Canal, a 
Branch of which comes into the Town. The small River Crumlin divides the 
Town, a part of which is in the Barony of Ardagh and part in that of Longford. 

The Town is well built, and is increasing rapidly in extent and wealth. 

In 1831 the Population was 4,516; since then it is supposed to have much Population, 
increased. 

A Tax of 5 \d. on Houses of 20/. and upwards, /\ld. on from lol. to 20/., Local Hates, 
on those of from 5/. to 10/. is levied for watching and cleansing. The 
Town is not lighted. 

The County Cess is levied by Cartrons, all varying in number of acres. The County Hate. 
Corporation contains eight ; five on the North or Longford side of the River pay 
6/. 6i. &d. per cartron, and three on the .South or Ardagh side of the River pay 
61 . 8^. 1 1 d. per cartron, as their share of the whole sum levied this Assizes, viz. 

9,223/. 5^. •jd. A sum of money is presented for in the general amount of the 
County for deserted children, which is paid to the Parish Officers. 

The following Boundary is proposed, as embracing a sufficient area for any 
probable increase of the Town, viz. : — 

From the Point (1) where the Stream which divides the Glebe and Town PHo?osr,D 
Parks joins the Crumlin River, Southwards, along such Stream to where it Boukdart. 
crosses the Edgeworthstown Road (2) ; thence, Westerly, in a straight 
Line to the Canal Stable (3) about Two hundred and twenty Yards South of 
the North End of the Canal Basin ; thence to the Point at which a Stream 
crosses the Roscommon Road (4) about Three hundred and fifty Yards from 
the Main Street; thence, Northward, down said Stream to its Junction with 
the Crumlin River (5) about Three hundred and thirty Yards West of the 
Bridge; thence in a straight Line to the North-west Angle of the Horse 
Barrack Wall (6) ; thence in a straight Line to the North-west Angle of the 
Gaol Wall (7); thence in a straight Line to the Gateway of the Artillery 
Barracks on the Mullagh Road (8) ; thence, Eastward, up the Mullagh Road 
to a House on the East Side of the Newtown Forbes Road (9) now occu- 
pied by James Plunket: thence in a straight Line to the Point first 
described.

Municipal Boundary of the 
of Mallow. 



THE ancient Limits of this Borough extend to the Boundaiy of the Manor of 
Mallow, containing an area of 6,000 acres. 

The Town of Mallow is on the High Road from Cork to Limerick, 22 miles 
from the former and 42 from the latter City. It is upon the Black Water River, 
and though this River is not navigable and Mallow has no manufactures, yet it is 
considered one of the best Country Towns of its size in Ireland. It is resorted 
to on account of its mineral waters, and in its neighbourhood there are many 
Country Residences (63 within seven miles) occupied by families of the first 
respectability. Mallow became a Corporate Town by Charter granted by James I., 
renewed by James IL, which subsequently became extinct. It is now a very con- 
siderable Town both in wealth and population, having five Annual Fairs and two 
Weekly Markets. 

The Population of Mallow within the Limits of the Parliamentary Boundary, 
including Ballydaheen on the South Side of the Black Water, amounted in 1831 
to 7,ogg ; and by a Census recently taken it amounts now to 7,336. 

Tolls are levied at the Fairs and Markets on Cattle and Goods brought for 
sale, the average amount collected being 3go/. per annum. They are the property 
of the Lord of the Manor. 

A County Cess is raised on the Manor, which averages 450/. per annum, or 
1^. 6 d. per acre. 

I find that the Parliamentary Boundary of this Borough embraces an area 
sufficiently large to comprise any probable extension of the Buildings, and no more. 
I therefore propose that it shall also constitute the Municipal Boundary. It is 
thus defined : — 

From the Easternmost Gate Post (1) (opposite the Park Wall of Mr. 
Purcell) of a Field on the Kanturk Road, the Entrance to which is distant 
about One hundred and seventy-six Yards (measured along the Kanturk 
Road) from the Seneschal’s House in a straight Line to the Gate Post (2) 
(nearest the Turnpike) in a Wall on the Southern Side of the old Road, 
which runs a little to the North of the Limerick Road, and which Post is 
distant about Two hundred and forty-two Yards (measured along the said old 
Road) to the North-west of the Turnpike; thence in a straight Line to the 
Point (3) at which a Bye Lane joins the Fair Lane Road about One hun- 
dred and fifty Yards to the North of the Entrance to the Lime and Salt 
Works ; thence in a straight Line to the Point (4) at which the Carrigoon 
Road, which passes under Mr. Jephson’s Park Wall, is met by a Fence 
which divides a Field occupied by Mr. Lynch from a Field occupied by 
Mr. Carmichael, and which Point is also about Three hundred and seventy- 
five Yards to the North of a small Door in the Park Wall ; thence in a 
straight Line across the Park to the Westernmost Point at which the Boun- 
dary of Mr. Delacour’s Pleasure Grounds meets the Fermoy Road (5);

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Maryborough. 



THE aacient Limits of the Borough of Maryborough are prescribed by the An«iini Limits. 
Charter granted to the Town by Queen Elizabeth, to extend to a distance of 8,000 
feet from the Walls of the Castle, or Fort, on every side. The length of the 
Boundary Line will be about nine miles and a half, and will embrace an extensive 
rural district. 



Maryborough is the County Town of the Queen’s County, in which it holds DescaiPTiov 
nearly a central situation ; it is a Town of very little importance or wealth, pos- the Towk. 
sessing a very inconsiderable Market, compared to other Towns in the County 
(particularly Mountmellick), as it has not a great facility of water carriage very • 
near it, by which to send the agricultural produce either to the large Towns or to 
a Port for exportation. It is stated, however, that within the last few years the 
quantities of grain brought to the Market have increased. 

Considerable sums of public money have been expended within the last five or 
six years in building the New County Gaol and the Lunatic Asylum, for the 
District comprising the King’s and Queen’s Counties, and the Counties of West- 
meath and Longford. 

The Population of the Town, from the same cause as at Carlow, viz. the num- Populaiioo. 
her of mechanics employed in erecting the public buildings in 183L appears to 
have been greater at that period than in l834> when these persons had left the 
Town. The probability is, that the Population at present does not exceed (if it 
is even so great as) what it was in 1831, viz. 3,220 souls. 

There are not any Local Rates. 

The amount of County Rate paid by persons resident in the Town was, from County Rates. 
Summer Assizes 1835 to Spring 1830, the sum of 67/.; the charge for the 
preceding half-year w;as about 75 making a total for the year of 142/. 



The old Boundary of the Borough, as before stated, enclosing a considerable 
extent of country, I propose a new one, of which the following is a de- 
scription : — 



From the North-east Angle (l) of the Enclosure Wall of the New Gaol, Paopomu 
Eastward, in a straight Line to a Point (2), on that Road to Mountmellick, Soumasy.

REPORT upon the Peoposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Middleton. 



THE extent of this Borough, for the purpose of returning two Members to 
Piirliament, prior to the Union, was described by the Charter of Charles II to 
be 100 acres, spreading out equally from the Centre of the Town, or Market 
Place ; but the Limits have never been marked, or indeed recognized, for any 
purpose since the Union, when the right of returning Members was abolished.

IheLord of the Afanor appoints a Seneschal, who exercises jurisdiction over Liberties, 
a great and irregular extent of country, embracing the Property originally granted 
to the ancestors of the present Landlord. It is difficult to define these Limits • 
they extend in some parts 12 or 14 miles from the Town, but are occasionally 
isolated spots, owing to other Properties intervening. ^ 

The Town contains several respectable Dwelling-houses and good Shops; it 
is increasing, and is generally admitted to be in a thriving condition. There are 
two extensive Distilleries and a Brewery in it, and it has the advantage of being 
in the immediate neighbourhood of the Harbour of Ballinacuna, where the Mer- 
chants ship their commodities. The Town is neither lighted nor paved. 

There is no Local Rate whatever. Local Rate. 

None of the Houses in the Town are assessed to the County Rate. County Rate 

The Population in 1831 is stated to have been 2,034 ; it has probably much -Popu^aikn. 
increased since then. 



I have included in my Proposed Boundary the Ground to the Northward and 
Southward, which appeared to me likely to be built over. I have omitted the 
Mud Cabins to the Northward, as being detached from the Town, extending to 
a considerable distance, and being of the worst description.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Monaghan. 



the ancient Boundary of the Borough is stated in general terms to consist Ancient Limits. 
merely of the Town of Monaghan, that is, as far as the mere buildings are under- 
stood to have extended at the date of the charter, 26 March 1613 ; but there is a 
District extending for nearly three quarters of a mile in every direction around the 
Town which is hnown by the name of “ The Corporation.” It includes the 
Townlands Mullagh-Monaghan, Roosky, Tirkeenan, Annahagh, Killygoing, 

Letterkan, Mullagh-Croghey, Coolshanagh, M ullaghadawn and Kilnacloy. 



Monaghan is tlie principal Town of the County of Monaghan, situated on the Description op 
main Road from Dublin to Londonderry, nearly half way between them ; it con- the Town. 
tains several public buildings, such as the County Gaol, Court House, Infirmary, 

Diocesan School, &c., but does not appear to possess any important advantages 
or consequence, except as a Market lowu chiefly for agricultural produce, sale of 
linen, &c. A deviation from the original Line of the Ulster Canal (connecting 
Lough Neagh and Lough Erne) is said to be projected with the view of its being 
carried through the skirts of the Town, but no extension of building to any amount 
or prospect of increase in the number of inhabitants is anticipated. 

The Population by the Census of 1831 amounted to Population. 



No Local Rates have been collected from the inhabitants for some years, but all Local Rates, 
the expenses of the Town have, it is said, been defrayed out of the proceeds of 
the Cranage and Stallage. 



The Highways, Streets, Bridges, 8cc. are kept in repair by County Present- County Rates, 
ments. The Rates vary in amount. 



I recommend the following Boundary as embracing the whole Tonm of 
Monaghan and its environs, and including space sufficient to meet all probable 
exigencies for future extension; —

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MULLINGAR. 



REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Mullingar. 



MULLINGAR never was a Corporate Town, the principal authority being by 
Charter vested in a Seneschal possessing considerable legal powers in the Manor, 
and an extensive jurisdiction, embracing a large Rural District, extending a 
distance of at least five or six miles towards the County of Longford, and more 
circumscribed in other directions ; but no trace of any definite Limits can now be 
depended upon. 

Mullingar, the County Town of Westmeath, consists principally of one Main 
Street, running nearly East and West, which is the Mail Coach Road from 
Dublin to G^way, from the Centre of which the Road to Longford, &c. also 
diverges to the Northward, and a Cross Road, Southerly, to Kilbeggan, Tulla- 
more, &c. The Royal Canal from Dublin forms nearly a semicircle round the 
Town to the Northward. It is a large Market Town for agricultural produce, 
and has been increasing of late years. 

The Population is stated at 4,295; some increase has taken place since the 
period that the Census was taken, but probably not to any marked amount. 

No Local Rates of any description have ever been levied on the Houses. 

The Streets, &c. have been kept in repair chiefly by County Presentments. 

I propose the following Boundary as best suited for Municipal purposes; it 
comprises the whole Town and a sufficient area for any probable future extension. 

From the Dublin Bridge over the Canal at the East End of the Main 
Street (i), following the course of the Canal, Northerly, to the Bridge at the 
Western Extremity of the Main Street (2); thence in a South-easterly 
direction for about Seven hundred Yards in a straight Line to a Dwelling- 
house on the Kilbeggan Road, now in the occupation of Mr. Fitzgerald (3); 
thence in a straight Line in the direction of Mr. Wilton's House, a little off 
the Dublin Road^, known by the name of Monte Video, to the Point at which 
the said Line intersects the Canal (4) ; thence, Northerly, along the Canal 
to the Point first described.

“ THE ” ancient “ Limits appear to be quite unknown at the present day, even Ahcient Limits. 
to the Officers of the Corporation. One gentleman of the body stated that they 
extend three miles to the North and as far to the South, while others believe that 
they are not nearly so extensive. They certainly comprise a District beyond the 
Town in every direction.” [From the Report of the Municipal Commissioners.] 



The Town of Naas possesses considerable local advantages. Situated in a rich description of 
agricultural district, 16 miles from the Metropolis, its communication with that the Town. 
City is facilitated by good roads, and by means of a branch of the Grand Canal, 
which enters into the Town. Its main Street also presents some appearance of 
activity owing to its forming the place of junction of the leading Roads from 
Cork Limerick, Kilkenny, Waterford, &c. to Dublin. However, far from keeping 
pace in improvement with the Market Towns in its vicinitv, possessed of none of 
these advantages, its prosperity has been on the decline for the last fifteen years. 

The appearance of the cabins on the outskirts of the Town is poor and miserable, 
many being ruinous.

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REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Navan. 



THE ancient Limits do not appear to be very well known. 

The extent of the land belonging to the Corporation is also in a great state of 
uncertainty, and even such as is known to belong to them is stated to be built upon 
by persons having neither claim nor authority, but who retain possession from the 
want of funds in the Corporation to eject them. 

Navan is situated in the County of Meath, on the right bank of the Blackwater 
and the left bank of the Boyne R ivers, where the latter receiving the waters of the 
former, turns at right angles to the East; thus forming three points of land only 
separated from each other by the Rivers which flow between them. 

The banks of both Rivers being united by stone Bridges, the Town has extended 
itself on the Northern or left bank of the Blackwater into a considerable suburb 
called Pollbwee, and on the Eastern or right bank of the Boyne into one called 
Athlumny; these suburbs, though belonging to different Parishes, are now 
become portions of the Town of Navan, having the same interests, and therefore 
ought necessarily to form a part of the Town and subject to the same Municipal 
laws. 

Owing to the opening of the Canal between this place and Drogheda, it has 
become a place of considerable trade, and may be considered as on the increase ; 
connected with its trade and in the immediate vicinity, though not all within the 
Limits of the proposed Boundary, are the following Mills and Manufactories : — 
live Corn Mills, two Paper Mills, two Distilleries, one Tannery. 

The Population of Navan is 4,416, but, including Pollbwee and Athlumny, is 
about 6,000. 

There are 1,087 Houses, 215 only of which are of the annual rental of $ 1 , and 
upwards. 

There is no Local Cess, nor is the Town either lighted or watched ; the Popu- 
lation is dense, and the stale of the Town bears evident marks of the want of 
Municipal regulations. 

The County Cess varies ; for the last half-year it was for Navan, including 
Pollbwee, 1 s. 04^/., and for Athlumny, Barony of Skreen, girf. per acre. 

I propose the following Boundary : — 

From the Point (l) on the left Bank of the River Boyne on the Dublin

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of New Ross, 



THE Boundary of the ancient Borough extends on the Land side, within the 
County of Wexford, one mile beyond the Walls of the Old Town. It comprises 
an Agricultural District. 

The Town of New Ross is situated on the East Bank of the River Barrow, in 
the County of Wexford, and is about 86 statute miles South of Dublin. The 
River is navigable up to the Town for Vessels of 400 tons burthen. There is a 
wooden Bridge over the Barrow, which connects the Town with the Village of 
Rosbercon, in the County of Kilkenny, and on which there is a heavy toll. The 
general appearance of the Town does not denote prosperity. 

The Population amounted in 1831 to 6,284. No increase has taken place 
since that period. 

There are no Local Rates. 

The payment of the County Cess appears to be at present under dispute, in 
consequence of the late changes in the valuation. 

The following Boundary, which coincides with that of the Parliamentary Borough, 
embraces the Town of New Ross, with the Suburbs of Irish Town and Rosbercon : — 

From the Point (i) on the South of the Town at which the Lower Bally- 
hack Road is met by the Southern Fence of the Garden of Bellevue Cot- 
tage, along such Southern Fence to the Eastern Extremity thereof (2) ; thence 
in a straight Line, up a steep Hill, to the Point at which the Middle Ballyhack

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Newry. 



THE ancient Limits extend about three miles from North by West to South Ancient Limit*. 
by East, and about two miles from East to West. Tbey comprehend the Town- 
lands of Lisdrumliska, Drummalane, Ballinlane and a portion of Lisdrumgullion 
in Armagh ; and the Townlands of Ballynacraig and Commons in Down. 

Newry is a Borough, and sends a Member to Parliament; it is situated on the Description or 
River Newry, which divides it into two unequal parts ; the part on the Down side the Town. 
being more extensive and populous than that on the Armagh side. They are 
both in the same Parish. Newry communicates with the Sea (at Carlingford Bay) 
by a ship canal, and with Lough Neagh by a boat canal. There is a considerable 
trade, the exports being chiefly agricultural produce ; the imports, iron, timber, 
coal, &c. The Town is well built, the main Street is composed of handsome 
houses ; it is lighted with gas and is increasing in wealth and extent. 

In 1831 the Population was 13,300; since then it is supposed to have gradually Population, 
increased. 

Houses valued at 5/. to 10 pay 6 rf.; 10/. to -20/., grf. ; and 20/. and upwards LocalRatw. 

1 5. in the pound, for watching, cleansing and lighting : Houses valued under 5 L 
do not pay. All Church Cess was abolished by Act of Parliament some time 
since; a small Cess, about 2c?. per acre, was established for foundlings and 
providing coffins for the poor. 

The County Cess is collected twice in the year. It amounts in the County County Rates 
Armagh side of the 7 'own to i d. in the pound, each time, on the value of houses Armagh Side 
taken on the valuation of the Commissioners of Lighting ; and to this Cess houses 
under 5/. also pay each time.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Newtown Ards. 



THE Boundary of the ancient Borough comprises part of the Baronies of Ards ancient Limits. 
and Castlereagh. The extent of this Boundary is about eight miles, and it embraces 
for the most part an agricultural district. This Borough was granted a Charter by 
King James the First. 

The Town of Newtown Ards is situated about half a mile to the North of Lough description oe 
Strangford; it is increasing very much in extent; many houses have been built the Town. 
within the last five years ; and others are building, though they are generally of 
a small description. There is a Brewing Establishment at this place, and Muslin 
weaving is carried on in many of the small houses. 

The Population amounted in 1831 104,442 ; since which, it is supposed to have Population, 
increased to about 5,500. 

There are no local Rates. Local Kates. 

The Town of Newtown Ards is assessed to the County 47 /* 1 6 oi d. for the County Rates, 
last half-year, by applotment; the highest rated house, &c. being W. os. $d., and 
the lowest 12 d. for this period. 

The following Boundary is recommended as embracing the whole Town of 
Newtown Ards, and an area sufficiently large for any probable extension : — 

From the Carleton Bridge (1), on the Cumber Road, Easterly, along the Proposed 
Canal, which is the Boundary between the Baronies of Castlereagh and Ards, Boukdakv.

REPORT upon the Proposed Meiiicipal Bodndarv- of the 
Borough of Newtown Limavadt: 



THE Limits of the Borough, as described by Charter, are “ the Town and 
Precincts of Limavady;” nor could I learn of any document which described 
them more particularly; neither did any of the Inhabitants whom I met pretend 
to know of any ancient Limits. If therefore any such ever did exist of a detailed 
description, they have long since been lost sight of. 

The Borough of Newtown Limavady, in the County of Londonderry, is agreeably 
situated on the East Bank of the River Roe, in a fertile and well-cultivated 
district, one mile and a half from Loch Foyle, into which the Roe discharges 
itself. The Town is rapidly increasing and improving, arising from the impulse 
which of late years has been given to Husbandry in its vicinity. Wheat is now 
raised in considerable quantities, though not many years ago it was imported for 
home consumption. But the great increase in the culture of Flax is the principal 
cause of its prosperity ; and such has been the extent of this produce, that it was 
found expedient to open a Market in the Town for its disposal within the last 
twelve months, where the average weekly sales now amount to from 15 to 17 ton.s, 
and to the value of 1,000/. sterling; and it is considered that this amount will 
rather increase than diminish. Since the Municipal Commissioners visited the 
Town, two Banks, or Branches of Banks, have been established, with a fair 
proportion of business. 

The Population according to the Census of 1831 amounted to 2,428 persons, 
showing an increase of 21 1 souls above the Census of 1821, being an augmentation 
of nearly one-eleventh. About one-half of the inhabitants are Presbyterians, two- 
sixths Roman Catholics, and one-sixth of the Church of England. 

79 Families are chiefly employed in Agriculture; 

297 Families are chiefly employed in Trade, Manufacture, and 
Handicraft; and 

141 Families not comprised in the preceding classes. 

The total number of Houses contained in the Borough, agreeably to the 
Statements of 1831, was 509 ; of these, 216 were of the valued yearly rental of 5?. 
aud upwards. 

At this time no Local Rate is levied in the Town. Though shortly after the 
Enactment of 9 Geo. IV. c. 82 (which.empowers the Inhabitants of Market Towns 
to impose a Tax upon themselves for the purposes of lighting, paving, cleansing, 
&c.) the provisions respecting cleansing and supplying with Water only were 
adopted in the Borough, and one Assessment of loS/. was levied in the first year, 
but has not been continued. 

The County Rate, as applied to the Houses in the Town, is stated to have 
amounted to 1 of (/. in the pound in the year 1835. 

I recommend that the following Municipal Boundary be adopted for the 
Borough, as embracing the whole Town, with a space sufficient to meet its probable 
expansion : — 

From the Point (i) on the Broad Lane Road, where it forms an Elbow to 
the South, and where the Boundaries of three Townlands meet (viz. those of 
Rathbradymore, Bovally and Evagh), in a straight Line, Westerly, to a Point (2) 
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on the Dunffiven Road, One hundred Yards South-easterly from the Broad 
LaneRoad ; thence alongthe DungivenRoad. North-westerly, for the distance 
of about Two hundred Feet, to a Point (3) where a straight and substantial 
Bank and Fence departs Westerly to the Roe Mill Road ; thence, Westward, 
along said Fence to a Point (4) where it terminates at a Cottage on the Roe 
Mill Road ; thence in the Line and prolongation of the last-mentioned Bank 
and Fence across the RoeMill Road, Westerly, until said Line and prolongation 
meets the Middle Channel of the River Roe (5) ; thence down the River 
Roe to a Point (6) where it receives from the South the small Stream called 
Ballyclose Burn ; thence in a straight Line, Eastward, to a Point (7) in the 
Lane leadino to Kiliane, at Two hundred Yards North from the Point of 
Junction of tSe said Lane with the old Road to Coleraine ; thence. South, down 
the said Lane to the said Point of Junction (8) ; thence, Southward, along the 
Western Fence of a triangular Field called the Stone Park, to the termination 
of said Fence at a Garden or Orchard (g) ; thence Southward, in a straight 
Line to a Point (to) on the New Road to Coleraine, being Fifty Yards 
Eastward of the Point of Junction of this last-mentioned Road with a Lane 
going South, called Scroggy Lane ; thence in a straight Line Southward to the 
Point first described. 

The Population of the Borough at this date, within the proposed Boundary, 
will amount to about 2,600 souls.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Bortarlington. 



ALL trace of the ancient Limits of the Borough of Portarlington appears to 
be lost ; the extent of the Borough, as prescribed by Charter, was only joo Acres 
of Plantation Measure (162 Statute Acres), which extended into the King’s and 
Queen’s Counties, in every direction, from the Pass over the River Barrow, 
commonly called Bellatride, near Cooltederry, alias Portarlington. The principal 
Bridge over the Barrow, which connects the two parts of th"e Town, now stands 
where this Pass was formerly. 

Few Towns of its size in Ireland have so respectable an appearance as Portar- 
lingtoo, which arises, not from its trade or manufactures, as it has comparatively 
none beyond the retail trade consequent on its population, but from the unusual 
number of resident gentlemen, who prefer it as a settled place of residence, 
though many of them do not possess property in the Town or its neighbourhood. 
The Town is 44 statute miles from Dublin, and is situated on the River Barrow, 
which separates the King’s and Queen’s Counties, and also divides the Town into 
two parts, the principal part being in the Queen’s County. Thereare two Churches 
in the Town (neither of them the Parish Church), the Clergymen attached to 
which receive 80/. a year each, partly from a rent-charge on the lands of the 
Manor of Charlestown, and partly from ecclesiastical lands in the Diocese of Kil- 
dare. One of these Churches was originally built for the use of French Refugees 
who were settled in the Town, in the reign of William the Third, and the service 
was performed in French until about 25 years back. 

In the year 1 831 the Population amounted to 3,100, and it is supposed that 
at present it is very little more, as it does not appear to be an increasing Town. 

There are not any Local Rates. 

The County Rate is levied on the acre, without any reference to the houses ; 
the acreable rate for the portion of the Borough in the King’s County has been 
on the average for the two last half-years I ^s. $d. for the year, and for 

the portion in the Queen’s County %s. l^d. per acre for the year, amounting alto- 
gether to about 70/. for the lands included in the Borough only. 

If it should be at any time contemplated to adopt a more restricted Boundary, 
I propose the following, as being, in my opinion, well suited for Municipal pur- 
poses : — 

From the Canal Bridge (i) on the Road to Dublin by Monasterevan, 
Northward, in a straight Line in the direction of the highest Point of a con- 
spicuous and well-known Hill, called Croghan, near Phitipstown in the King’s 
County, until such straight Line cuts the River Barrow (2) ; thence, West- 
ward, up the River Barrow to the Bridge (3) on the Road to Rathangau ; 
thence, Northward, aloj^ the Rathangan Road for about One hundred Yards 
to the Point at which a Road to a Bog turns off to the Westward, and an old 
Road to Monasterevan to the Eastward (4) ; thence along the said Road to a 
Bog for a distance of Five hundred Yards (5); thence in a straight Line 
to a Bridge (6) on the Clonegown Road, which is distant (measured, along 
the said 'Clonegown Road) about Five hundred Yards to the West of the 
Point at which the same leaves the Mountmellick Road j thence in a straight 
Line to the Point called Butler’s Ford (7), at which a small Stream crosse? 
the Mountmellick Road; thence in a straight Line to the Point on the Mary- 
borough Road (8) which is distant about Five hundred and thirty Yards

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measured along the said Maryborough Road) from the Main Street of Portar- 
lington, and at which a Lane turns off to the Eastward and runs Mross to 
the*Emo Park Road ; thence along the ^idLane to the EtnoPaA Road (9), 
which Road the said Lane meets about Two hundred and Fifty Yards (mea- 
sured along the said Emo Park Road) from the Main Street of Portar- 
lington; thence in a straight Line in the direction of the Spire of Lea 
Church until such straight Line cuts the Grand Canal (10); thence, East, 
ward, along the Grand Canal to the Point Brst described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Roscommon. 



THE Corporation of this Borough became extinct at the period of the Union ; Ascient Limits. 
since which time no Municipal authority has been exercised in the place. The 
ancient Limits of the Borough are not defined by Charter, but are reported, upon the 
best information of the old Inhabitants, to extend some distance into the Country 
to the Northward of the Town, where bushes are still pointed out as the original 
boundary marks. 

Roscommon is the County and Assize Town of Roscommon, and a large Market Descriitioh oe 
is held weekly. It contains several substantial public Buildings, recently erected, tnETowy. 
such as Court House, Gaol, &c. A few new Buildings are now in course of 
construction, but generally the Town does not appear to be improving much, or 
likely to extend to any great amount. 

By the Census of 1831 the Population of Roscommon is rated at 3,306 ; it has Population, 
probably not much increased since that period. 

The Town is not watched or lighted, and no Local Rates have ever been Local Rates, 
collected from the Inhabitants for any purpose. 

The Streets are kept in repair by County Presentment. County Rates. 

I recommend the following Municipal Boundary for Roscommon, which will 
embrace the whole Town, and exclude all superfluous rural District : — 

Commencing at the North End of Castle Street, at the Bridge (1 ) over the Proposed 
Stream flowing from the Lough ; thence along the said Stream to the Bridge BotniDARY. 
across it, in the Lanesborough Road, near the Pound (2) ; thence continuing 
along the course of the same Stream to the Bridge, in the Athlone P»,oad(3) ; 
thence following the Stream again to the Bridge (4) in the Old Road^ to 
Ballinasloe; thence in a straight Line, Westerly, to the Old Corporation 
Bush (5), near the Cross Lanes South of the Barracks ; thence in a straight 
Line to a Dwelling House (6), in rear of the Barracks, the Property of Mr. 

Blakeney, and now in the occupation of Mr. Higgins, about One hundred 
and twenty Yards West of the Barracks ; thence in a straight Line Northerly 
to the Entrance Gate (7) in the Fuerty Road, leading to the Lough, at a 
Point where the Boundary between the Townlands of Ardnanagh and the 
Lough abuts on the said Fuerty Road ; thence in a straight Line to the 
North-west Turret of the Old Castle (8) ; and thence in a straight Line to the 
Point first described.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary and Division 
into Wards of the Borough of Sligo. 



THE governing Charter (dated 20th March, nth year of James I.) of the Anciekt Limits. 
Town of Sligo does not otherwise describe the Limits than by incorporating the 
Town; but the Local Act passed in the year 1803 (43 Geo. III.) states, that the 
Precincts of the Town shall extend one mile Irish from the Market Cross in 
every direction. This Boundary is stated to be for the purposes of the Act only. 

It has been adopted for the Parliamentary Boundary of the Reform Bill. 

The Town of Sligo is situated on the River Garvoge, near its confluence with description or 
the Sea, at the head of Sligo Bay. It is a place of considerable importance and the Town. 
trade, and increasing both in population and wealth. The principal part of the 
Town is upon the Southern Bank of the River, and in the Parish of St. John’s. 

The Parish of Calry contains the part of the Town on the Southern Bank, An 
extensive new Quay and some Warehouses have lately been erected, and there is 
every prospect of the extension and improvement of the Town. 

The Population of the Borough and Town in 1831 is stated to have amounted to Population. 
15,152. The Town only at the present period contains about 12,000. 

There is a Rate levied under the Local Act (43 Geo. HI.) on the annual value of Local Rates, 
all houses, buildings and gardens, of which the value is 5/. and upwards. This 
Rate provides for the paving, lighting, watching, cleansing and improving of the 
Town of Sligo, and for regulating the Porters and Carmen employed therein, and 
for the better regulation and improvement of the Port and Harbour thereof. It 
amounts this year (1 836) to 1 s. Sid. in the pound. The Town is watched, but not 
lighted. Some of the streets are indifferently paved. 

The Grand Jury Cess is a half-yearly acreable assessment, and at the Summer Comiiy Rate. 
Assizes 1835 amounted to 9,381 1. 35. jid. for the whole County. The Rate per 
acre in the Parishes of Calry and St. John’s, in which the Town is situated, amounts 
to 1^. 4d. in the former, and 15. sd. in the latter. 

The Parliamentary Boundary of the Borough having been adopted as the Division into 
Boundary for Municipal- purposes, I propose that the following shall be the Boun» Wards. 
daries of the three Wards, into which the space comprised within the said Boun- 
dary shall be divided, and that the Wards shall be denominated respectively 
North, East and West. 

No. 1 . North -Ward. — From the Point at which the River Garvoge Boohdariks of 
cuts the Municipal Boundary, Westward along the Centre of the River to the Wards. 

Old Bridge ; thence along Old Bridge or Bridgefoot Street, Wine Street, 

Union Street, and the Finiskil Road to a Garden Hedge on the East Side

REPORT upon the Phoposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Strabane, 



THE Boundary of the ancient Borough comprises part of the Parishes of 
Camus, Leckpatrick and Urney. The extent of this Boundaiy is about nine 
miles, and it embraces for the most part an agricultural district. This Borough 
was granted a charter by King James the First. ° 

The Town of Strabane is situated on the River Mourne, the principal part of it 
is on the right bank ; the lower portions, extending along both sides of the River, 
are subject to occasional floods from the sudden overflowing of the River after 
heavy rains; this usually occurs in Spring and Autumn for a day or two, during 
which time the communication is interrupted with the opposite side. 

A Canal four miles long from the Town communicates with the River and 
Lough Foyle. 

The Population amounted in 1831 104,700; some increase, it is stated, has 
taken place since that period. 

An income arises to the Corporation from the Customs and Tolls payable on 
Grain, Meat, &c. sold in the public markets; the amount varies from 325/. to 
700/. For the year commencing September 1835, the Tolls are let at 485/. : this 
sum, it is stated, is applied to the payment of the salaries of the diflerent officers, 
to charities, and to the improvement of the Town. 

A Water Cess is levied upon each house at the under-mentioned rate, viz.:~

The Camus Parish Cess amounts to 53/, this year, being equal to a rate of $d.

REPORT upon ihe Proposed Mcjn’icipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Thomastown. 



THE ancient Limits of the Borough, though now but imperfectly known, com- Anciemt Limits. 
prised an extensive Agricultural District, including the Parish of Thomastown and 
the adjacent Lands of Brownsbarne ; they did not, however, extend to that part 
of the Town on the South side of the River. 

Thomastown is situated on the River Nore, about twelve miles South-east of Description or 
Kilkenny. It lies in the Parish of Thomastown on theNorth, and that of Greenan, 
on the South side of the River. The Population consists chiefly of Small Traders 
and Agricultural Labourers. There is an Export Trade in Corn, and three large 
Mills are at work. Lighters of 20 to 30 tons come up the Wore to these Mills. 

There is no appearance of any increase of the Town taking place. 

The Population in 1831 amounted to 2,831, since which time there has been Population, 
no material increase. 

There are no Local Rates. 

The amount of the County Kate during the last year was about 15/. This County Rate. 
Rate is assessed only on that part of the Town comprised within the old Town 
Walls (about ten acres) ; the rest of the houses in the Town not paying to this 
rate. 

The following is a description of the proposed Boundary : — 

From the Point (1) Westward of the Town, at the West End of Mr. Proposed 
Booker’s Mill, on the North Side of the River, in a straight Line, to the

vious to the Reform Act no other Limits were known. The points of the 
Boundary on the West are BallyVilley, the Black Rock and the centre of the 
Village of Blennerville, from whence the Boundary on the South proceeds along 
the River to the Bounds of Ballymullen; and from thence on the East by Ruth's 
Garden, aloj^ to the Gaol, to Clogheirshag Rock ; and thence on, the North by 
Clonnalour, Oak Park and Balloughna to Ballyvilley. 

Tralee is the County Town of Kerry, and possesses some respectable streets, Description or 
with good dwelling-houses and shops ; a new and handsome County Court House Town.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Trim. 



THERE does not appear to be any definite Boundary to the ancient Limits of Ascient Limits. 
the Borough of Trim. The jurisdiction of the Portreeve is considered to extend over 
the whole Town as it now exists, and further to extend to all commons or corporation 
grounds, which lie in various detached parts within a mile or a mile and a half of 
the Town, but not to the intermediate plots of ground. 

The ancient Town of Trim, situated on both banks of the River Boyne (which Deschiption or 
is here not navigable), has been surrounded by fortifications, very considerable the Town. 
remains of which are still visible, and constitute in a great measure the present 
Boundary of the Town. 

That portion of the Town on the North or left Bank of the River is in the 
Barony of Upper Navan ; that on the South side in that of Lower Moyfenragb. 

It was contemplated, and partly carried into effect, to have a canal navigation 
between Drogheda and this place, through Navan ; the canal has for some years 
been completed to Navan, and a commencement was made between that place and 
Trim, but abandoned for want of funds. 

There is a Flour Mill, a Brewery and a I'annery in the Town. 

The Population in 1831 was 3,282, and there is no reason to believe it has Population, 
much altered since. 

In 1831 the number of Houses inhabited, uninhabited and building, was 572. Houses. 

These houses being principally within the Walls of the Town, between 300 and 
350 of them are of the annual rental of 5/. and upwards. 

There is no local Cess, nor is the Town either lighted or watched. Local Rates. 

The County Cess, as determined for the half year ending the last Summer 
Assizes, was for the Barony of Upper Navan Bid., and for Lower Moyfenragh 
per acre. 

I propose the following Boundary : —

TflE Limits arc considered to extend about two miles Irish in every direction 
round the Town. 

The Town of Tuam has greatly improved and increased in Population durino- 
the last twenty years. Several new Buildings are in progress. From the Marked 
house, situated in a central position, the principal roads diverge, leaving the inter- 
mediate spaces unoccupied. A small river runs westward through tlTe northern 
part of the Town, and falls into the River Clare. A considerable quantity of 
coarse Linen for exportation is made in the Town and vicinity. 

The Population of the Town in 1821 is stated to have amounted to and 

in 1831 to 6,883. 

There is no Local Rate, but tolls and customs are collected at the markets 
and fairs held in the Town, which amount to about 400^. per annum. The Town 
is neither lighted, paved, nor watched. 

The Grand Jury Cess for the whole County of Galway (with the exception of 
the County of the Town of Galway) amounted at the Summer Assizes 1835 to 
23,012^. 9^. The Rate per acre in the Baronies of Clare and Donmore,

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundauy and Division 
into Wards of the Borough of Waterford. 



THE Boundary of tbe ancient Borough comprises the entire City of Waterford, 
together •with an agricultural District, extending about three miles to the West, 
one mile to the East, about a mile and a half on the North, and three miles to the 
South. There is a small portion of the Borough separated altogether from the rest, 
■which is situated at East Passage, nearly six miles from the City of Waterford. 

The City of Waterford is on the River Suir, ten miles from the Sea, and is ad- 
mirably situated for commerce, having a fine Port, and navigable River for Vessels 
of 1,000 Tons. It communicates with a fertile country ; Steam-vessels ply from 
this place to Liverpool and Bristol, and daily to New Ross. The place seems in 
prosperity, and is increasing on the East side of the Town. 

The Population of the County of the City in 1 831 amounted to 28,821 ; that of 
the City and Suburbs to 26,377. There appears to be no increase since that 
period. 

The Presentments made by the Grand Jury in the last half-year amounted to 
2,767/. 0^. 1^. 

1 propose the following Division of the County of the City of Waterford into 
Wards: —

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Wexford. 



THE ancient Limits of the Borough comprehend the Town and Suburbs of 
Wexford, extending on the North as far as a small Stream called Farnock Stream, 
which crossing the New Ross and Enniscorthy Roads, falls into the River Slaney. 
The Limits extend on the West about a mile on the Northern Duncannon Road 
from the Cross Roads at Summer Hill, and to the South as far as a small Stream 
called The Wash, which crosses the Fayeth Road and falls into the Sea. 

The Town of Wexford is situated on an Inlet of the Sea. It is a place of con- 
siderable Export Trade, but in consequence of a Bar at the Mouth of the Harbour, 
Vessels registered above lOO tons cannot enter without being lightened of part 
of their cargo. 

The Population amounted in 1831 to 10,670. No increase seems to have taken 
place since that period. 

There are no Local Rates. 

The County Cess has been 4/. to 5/. half-yearly. 

The following Boundary, which coincides with that of the Parliamentary 
Borough, is to be adopted also for Municipal purposes ; — 

From the Point (1) on the South-east of tlie Town at which the Sea-shore 
is met by a Wall and Footpath which run a few Yards to the North of the 
Burial Ground, which is near the Country House belonging to Mr. Talbot, 
along the said Wall to the Point at which the same meets the Fayeth Road (2) ;

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Wicklow. 



THE Boundary of the ancient Borouah comprises the Wicklow Corporation Aacii>.T Ljans. 
Lands, part of the Townland of Lower Dunbar, part of Ballyguilemore, part of 
Ballyguilebeg, part of Lower Ballynerring, part of Ballynerring Little, the Drum- 
kay Glebe, part of Burkeen, part of Knockrobbin, part of BuIIarny North, and 
the entire of BuIIarny South. The extent of this Boundary is upwards of five 
miles, and, with the exception of the Town of Wicklow, embraces altogether an 
Agricultural District, 

The Town of Wicklow is situated at the entrance of the River Leitrim, which DEscraraos oi 
divides it into two portions connected by a narrow bridge. A considerable im ’'Be v , ■ 
provement has teiken place within the last five years, both in houses and in trade. 

This is owing to an increase in the exportation of corn, and of copper and lead 
ore The Town is not extending on the Southern side, but is increasing towards 
the North. On the North-east portion, called The Murrough, several houses 
are now being built, and others are immediately to be erected. In order to rneet 
these improvements, it is in contemplation to widen the present Bridge, and at 
some distance from it to throw over the River a wooden Bridge for the accommo- 
dation of foot passengers. Pipes are to be laid along it to convey fresh water 
to the Murroughj there being none there at present. 

The Population amounted in 1831 to 2,47:2. An increase of about 150 has population, 
since taken place. 

Until the passing of the Composition Act, no Tithe was paid within the Liberties. Local Rates. 

Previous to the change in the law, a Church Cess was levied on the Houses 
within the limits of the Liberties ; the Land was exempt from it, 

The Town and Liberties of Wicklow are exempt from County Cess. County Rate. 



The following Boundary embraces the whole Town of Wicklow and some Land 
to the North, in which direction the Town is increasing: — 

From the North-east Angle (i) of the Old Castie, in a straight Line, to the 
Stand House (2) on the Racecourse; thence in a straight Line to the Centre Jsoundauv. 
of the Fort (3) called the “ Round Mount,” about Fifty Yards North of the 
Church; thence in a straight Line to the Dwelling House (4)call^“ Friars 
Hill; ’’thence in a straight Line to the Belfry of the Roman Catholic Chapelt 5); 
thence in a straight Line to the South Corner (6) of Mr. Halberts Field 
in Blind Lane, about Ninety Yards from Mr, Halberts House; thence m 
a straight Line to the Dwelling House (7) of Captain Judge; Aence in a 
straight Line to Mr. Gregory’s House (8) in Chapel Lane, which House 
is distant about One hundred Yards (measured Southward alo^ such Lane) 
from the Point at which the same is met by a Lane from the Gaol ; thence 
in a straight Line to the South End (9) of the Old Castle ; thence along the 
Eastern Face of the said Castle to the Point first described. 

The Population within the proposed Limits will amount to about 2,620.

REPORT upon the Proposed Municipal Boundary of the 
Borough of Yougiial. 



THE Borough of Youghal consists of the Town and Liberties. 



The ancient Limits of the Town are shown in the Plan as accurately as per- 
sonal investigation and tradition would admit, and may be said generally to have 
consisted of the ancient Walls surrounding the Landward part of the Town, and 
a corresponding Line of Shore. These Limits are no longer recognized for any 
practical purposes, as the Town has extended much beyond them. The extent of 
the Lights are used for Local Taxation. 



The Liberties extend about four miles in length and three in breadth, and are 
co-extensive with the Parish of Youghal. The Liberties are only recognized by 
the Local Authorities for the purposes of local jurisdiction. 



The Town of Youghal lies on the Shore of the Harbour of the same name. The 
Main Streets contain several good Dwelling Houses and Shops, and towards the 
South Houses of a superior description are occupied by persons of independent 
fortune ; and the general appearance of the Town is that of a thriving place. 
The Harbour at springtides will admit Vessels of between 40D and 500 Tons, 
and there is a considerable Trade with England. The Town is lighted with Gas, 
paved and pitched.
